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BIOGRAPHICAL PREFACE. 



In paffing through Cheribri, on my way to 
Conftantlhople, I had the happincfs to form 
an intimate acquaintance with the Count 
Suworow, and to pafs fome months at his 
houfe. of fuch an opportunity I dili- 
gently availed myfelf, to obtain authentic" 
accounts of every circumftance that was. 
connected with his military career ; and I 
coIle6led them not only from the oral re- 
lation of feveral perfons who were witneffes 
of his glorious exploits, but from his own 
perfonal communications. As to the parti- 
cular details, I have fmce conlpared them 
with, and re6lified them by, official reports. 
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But, however interefting it might be to 
poffefs the moft minute circumftances of 
the private Ufe of a man, whofe name fills 
fo large a fpace in the page of hiftory, it is 
my office to give no more than a general 
outline of it. 

The family of Suworow was originally 
from Sweden, and of a noble defcent. The 
firft of this name fettled in Kuflia, the 
latter end of the laft century; and, having 
engaged in the wars againft the Tartars and 
the Poles >Yere rewarded; by the Czars of 
that period, with lands and peafants. 

Bafil Suworow, the father of the field- 
marfhal, was the godfon of Peter L He 
was held in high eftimation for his po- 
litical knowledge, as well as extenfive eru- 
dition; and enjoyed, at his death, the two- 
fold rank of general and fenator, 

Alex- 
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- Alexander.BafilQwitfch. Suworow, the heSro 
of this w,odc,'and of Europe, was bom indie- 
year 1739. His father had deftined him for 
tjie robey huthis.earlier inclinations impelled 
him to the profeffion of a foldier; and the 
fame fpirit has conducted him through a 
long and unrivaled career of glofy,,t0 at- 
tain the dillinguifhed rank of field-marflial ; 
and, after having conquered^fbr.his coijntry, 
to concjuer for £qrope. ^ • 

, It is the cuftom for the fons of perf^nsiof 
diftinftion, in RulTia, to be enrolled in the 
army at a very early age; fometimes, within 
a year after their birth. But the young 
Suworow had attained twelve years before"; 
his name was, fortunatjdy for his country,, 
infcribed on tKe military roll of the Ruffian 
arniy. He remained, however, at home for 
a few years, in order to complete his educa- 
tion, under the fuperintendance of a father, 
who was fo well qualified to conduct it* ' 

from 
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ftam Ws carlicft yoath he was enamoured 
rf thfc-fciwices; and improved himfelf in 
them. Cdmelius Nepos was a favourite 
ckflic ; «nd he itad, with great avidity and 
attend(mt the hiftones of thofe renowned 
captains, Turenne and Montecuculi. But 
Caeferaiid Charles XII. were the heroes 
whom he moft admired, and whofe ai^ivity 
and courage became the favoaiite objcfb of 
his inutation. K&ftory and philofojAy had 
great attractions for him; he ifaidied the 
£ift' in RoUin and Hubner, and the fecond 
in Wolf and Leibnitz. 

He is mailer of th« principal part of the 
European languages. He fpeaks and writesi 
both German and French, as if they were 
his native tongues.* He is alio wjell ac^ 
quaintcd with thofe of Italy and Moldavia,

Not- 
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Notwithftanding his age, his long and' la- 
borious marches, which form an enormous 
^ggr^g^tc of fix thouland German miles 
(equal to twenty thoufand of Enghfh mea- 
fure) ; notwithftanding his wounds and mi- 
litary, toils i Suworow ftill preferves the 
gaiety of youth. He is free frorri all cor- 
poreal weaknefs and infirmity; a cijxrum- 
ftance which muft be attributed to the hardy 
habits of his life, his robuft conftitution, 
and rigid temperance. Diftinft as he is, 
in the more lixiking features of his charac- 
ter, from the common race of men ; that 
difference is feen to prevail, even in his 
ordinary tranfa6tions, in his mode of living, 
and the diftribution of his time. 

He rifes about four in the morning, both 
in winter and fummer, in town, and in the 
country. His bed is not contrived by art to 
indulge the effeminate voluptuary, it is not 
made of down, or furrounded with filken 
curtains, but is formed of the fimple mate- 
rials 
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\ rials of nature, which afford, to Hit ^{knt, 

fatigued with labour, the refrefhing fweeta 
of fleep. A heap of frelh hay fufiiciently 
elevated, and fcattered into confiderable 
breadth, is his humble couch. A white fheet 
}s fpread over it, with a cuflijoa for his pil^ 
low, and bis cloak for a coverlid* He ge- 
nerally fleeps without body luietti and, in 
fummer, he paffcs his day «id night ii^ 3 
tent in his garden.

It is not to be fuppofed that the toilet oc-r 
cupies any portion of his time j but when he 
js not on a6live fervice^ he is dean in his 
perfon, and frequently wafhes himlelf in the 
courfe of the day. He confines his drefs to 
an uniform, and a kind of clofe jacket, called 
a gurtka : but robes de chahibre, and riding 
coats, are banifhed from his wardrobe, and 
he never fufFers the indulgence of gloves, or 
a peliffe, but when a winter's march compels 
him to ufe tb?ro* 
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Alter his breakfafti wHcK^confiih of m^ 
he walks, for an hour, by way pf larftafe, 
and then fits ierioufly down to the official 
4iit}e$ Qf the day. He reads letters and Te-t 
ports, diJ^iibutes th? necel&ry orders, 104 
continues, widiout rdi:W<m, bis pro&f* 
fional occupations till npon. He dictates 
fach alterations a$ he thinks neceflary to be 
made in the various diipatch^ which are 
prdented to his inipedioiij and he will 
fometimes write them himfelf. His ftyle is 
manly and concife; and fo corre^ is he in 
the choice of his cxprcfljons, that he is never 
known to e^cg them. 

The hour of his dinner is Srregvdar, and 
varies from nine to twelve ; and, during hi$ 
repafl-, he is frequently communicative and 
fullof viva^y: Hs table generally eonflftt 
pf about twenty cqvecs j. but he is himftlf 9 
rare example of temperance, and obfittves th«( 
fefts of the Greek church with the. moA un-r 
deyiating rj^our. Immediately after his din-

fotts aj*c the conftant objcfls of his protedl- 
ing attention. 

The fmall portion of leifure which he eft* 
joys is devoted to reading. But as the mili- 
tary fcience has long been, and continues 
to be, the fole objeft of his regard, thofe 
authors of every nation, who inveftigate, il- 
luflxatc, or improve it, engrofs his literary 
attentions. He does not, however, ne^gleft 
to get information of what is paffing in the 
world, from the communications afforded 
by the journals and gazettes of foreign, 
countries. 

He diflikes all public entertainments; 
though when any particular circumftance 
leads him thither, he appears to partake, and 
endeavo\;rs to promote the general pleafure. 
He will fometimes even dance and play at 
cards, though very rarely indeed, and merely 
that he may not interrupt the etiquette of 
public manners, 

voi; !• c His 
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His father bequeathed him ii conHdefabld 
property, which the grateful bounty of the 
emprcfs, has confiderably augmented; though 
he cohftahtly refufed all prcfcnts, in mcmey 
or land, till the intcreft of his children could 
be benefited by fuch gratifications. He en* 
trulls the adrainiflration of his private affairs 
to otliers ; and pofTefles none of thofe baubles 
which the rich too geneirally regard, as con- 
tributing; to the enjoyment and pk^iure of 
life. He has neither villa, nor plate, nor 
equipage, nor liveried fervants, nor piftures^ 
por rare coUeftions, As a warrior, he has 
|io fixed habitations he contents hijnfdf 
with whatever he finds, requires nothing but 
what abfclute neeeffity demands, and which 
may be tranrported with eafe from one plac(? 
to another. It is alfo anion^ the fipgular,. 
thoi^gh Tjnimportant circumftartees pf his 
lifc;^ that he has jiot made ufe of a Iqtok* 
ing-g}afs for twenty years, ^ or, during that 

period, -eijcumbered his |)erfon with^^tftfep 
w^tch or money. 

With 
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With refpeft to his charafter, he is a man 
idS the indft iocomiptible probity, immove- 
able ih hb jmrpofes, and imdolabfe in his 
pifdilufes. Nor do thefe vluriy virtues dif- 
qualify hrm'from pofiefling the moft en- 
gaging manners. He is continually ftri^g 
to moderate a violence of temper, which he 
has not been able to extinguifh. An efFer- 
vefcent fpirit of impatience continues to pre- 
dominate in his charafterj and it, perhaps, 
never happened, that the execution of any of 
his orders has been equal to the xapidity of 
his wifties. 

He is fincerely religious, not ftom enthufi- 
afm,* but from principle ; and tabes every 
► opportunity of attending the offices of public 
devotion: nay, vv^hen circumftances afford 
him the opportunity, he will, on Sundays 
and fellivals, deliver leftures on fubjedb of 
piety, to thofe whom duty calls to an attend- 
ahce upon himl 

The 
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The love of his country, and the ambition 
to contend in arms for its glory, . are the 
powerful and predominant emotions of his 
indefatigable life, and to them, like the an- 
cient Romans, he facrifices every other fen- 
timent. and confecratcs, without referve, all 
the faculties of his nature. 

His military career has been one long, 
uniform courfe of fuccefs and triumph, pro- 
duced by his enterprizing courage, and ex- 
traordinary prefence of mind, by his per- 
fonal intrepidity and promptitude of execu- 
tion, by the rapid and unparalled movements 
of his armies, and by their perfefl: affurancc 
of viftorj^, in fighting under his banners. 

. Such is the private life and charafter of 
Suworow : his public anions are difplayed in

C M A P. I. 

ENTRANCE OF SUWOROW INTO TrtE ARMY; 
AND HIS FIRST CAMPAIGN AGAINT THE 
PRUSSIANS, IN THE SEVEN YEARS WAR* 

Count Alexander Suworow-Rymnikiki 
began his military career as a private foldief •. 
In 1742, he was enrolled as a fufileer in the 
guards of Seimonow. In 1747* he ferved as 
a corporal ; two years after he obtained fome 
farther advancement, which was foon fol- 
lowed by his promotion to the rank of fer^ 
jeant. During this period, he was employed 
VOL, I, B as 
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as a courier in Poland and Germany. In 
1754, he quitted the guards with the brevet 
of lieutenant of the army. In 1756, he had 
the conduft of the provifions; was after- 
wards lieutenant to the. auditor-general, and 
appointed to the command of Memel, with 
the rank of lieutenant-coloneL 

He made his firft campaign, in the feven 
years war againft the Pruflians, in 1759; and 
entered upon aftual fervice under Prince 
Wolgonfki, and attended, as fenior officer 
on duty, on the Commander-in-Chief Count 
Fermor, who, admiring the confummate re- 
folution which he appeared to poflefs, fa- 
voured him with his particular confidence. 
He was alfo at the battle of RunnerfdorfF,, 
and at the capture of Berlin, by Tottleben > 
but, on thefc occaiions, he found no oppor- 
tunity to acquire diftinftion. 

In 1 76 1, he was ordered on fei-vice in the 
light troops under General Berg. That corps 

- marched

marched to Breflau, and ferved to cover the 
retreat of the Ruffian army, in which Major- 
General jBallenbach had been left in the en- 
trenchments. 

On the firft day of this retreat, General 
Knobloch, at the head of a confiderable body 
of Pruffian troops, marched againft the Ruf- 
fians, with drums beating and colours flying; 
but Suworow directed the artillery with fuch 
efFeft, that the very firfl: grenades which were 
thrown, fet fire to a large magazine of hay, 
and blew up feveral chefts of powder. The 
cannonade continued till General Knobloch 
thought it neceflary to retreat. This affair 
took place near the village of Reichenbach, 
at a fmall diftance from Breflau, 

The body of light Ruflian troops pro- 
ceeded to take poft between two villages, 
called the great and the little Wanderins, in 
the neighbourhood of Lignitz, and about a 
mile and a half from the Prufllan armv- 

B 2 > The 
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The defign of the King of Pruflia was to In- 
terrupt the march of the Ruffians towards 
the Convent of Wallftadt ; but before day- 
break the Ruffian troops were in motion, and 
Suworow attacked, with great ardour, the 
Pruffian advanced pofts, which, being forced 
to give way, were immediately fupported, by 
the king's orders, with feveral thoufand men. 
The Ruffians defended themfelves with the 
moft deliberate courage and regained their 
firft pofition. The Pruffians returned feveral 
times to the attack, but without fuccefs ; and 
though the main body of the army was ap- 
proaching to their fupport, the Ruffians eUa- 
bliihed their camp at Wallftadt, and en- 
clofed it with entrenchments. 

Laudohn, who was in the neighbourhood, 
advanced v/ith thirty fquadrons, when the 
king ordered a regiment of the Finkenftein 
dragoons to attack a ftrong party of them : 
but, though the Pruffians had the advantage 
in this engagement, and made a confiderablc 
9 number 
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ntimber of prifoners, they left many of their 
companions behind them on the field. — ^The 
huflars of Woldum and Malachowlki greatly 
diftinguiftied themfelves on the occafion. 
The Pruflians encamped in the evening, ex- 
tending their left wing towards the Convent 
of Wallftadt, and entrenched themfelves. 
They had formed their camp at about half 
a mile at moft from the Ruffians, but the 
latter finding themfelves ftraitened for their 
advanced pofts, Suworow and Lieutenant- 
Colonel Tekelly, attacked, with a running 
fire, the ftrong picquets of the Pruflians, 
drove them in, and poflefTed themfelves of 
the ground which their pofition required. 

On the following day, after fcveral flcir- 
mifties, the corps of light Ruffian troops 
took the Convent, which was defended by the 
artillery of the Pruffians j but they were foon. 
diflodged, and tlae place ftrengthened with a 
confiderable garrifon. In a few days, l^at 
part of the army which the king comQwded 

B 3 ia 
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in perfon returned to its firft pofition ; but 
his majefty foon quitted it for Schweidnitz, 
where, contrary to his ufual practice, he en- 
trenched hirnfelf. 

: The imp^ial troops were in poffeffion of 
Liegnitz; to the left of which place was the 
Ruffian camp ; and on the left of the camp 
was the imperial army, commanded by Lou-^ 
4phn, which, by means of a detached corps, 
forined a communication with Liegnitz ; fo 
that thePruflian army was, in a great mea- 
fure, ij^tofed at Schweidnitz. 

The troops being rather icattered they drew 
nearer to each other*; Suworow was ordered 
to* march. with a Ruffian corps; and with 
fixty Coffaqs of Krafnolphi, he inftantly at- 
tacked a picquet of Pruffian hulfars confift- 
ing of about one hvmdred <men pofted on a 
^lill. The Ruffians were twice repulfed, but* 
on the third charge>3 ^^^Y routed the enemy 
and gaingd the Ueight from whence they faw 
Hi lo . the 
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the black and yellow regiments of Praffian 
huflars in the valley beneath them. In this 
pofition he remained unmolefted, and re^ 
ceiving, in about two hours, a reinforcement 
of two regiments of CofTacs, amounting to 
about a thousand men, he made a movement 
jn oiider to attack the enemy ; but, as the day 
began to decline, the Pruflian troops retired 
to their camp -, and, during the night, the 
Ruflians took poffeffion pf the ground which 
they had abandoned- 

Various fkirmifhes took place between the 
hofVile tioops ; but the Ruffians always con-* 
trived to maintain their pofts. One mom-* 
ing, in particular, Suworow with the tWQ 
regiments of Popow and Durowerow made 
fo clofe an attack on the Pruffian entrench- 
ments, that he faw very diftinftly the tents 
which formed the head-quarters of the king, 
and drove back the black and yeJlow hulfars 
with cQufiderable lofs. 

p 4 Among 
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Among the Pruffian dcferters which con- 
tinually came over, one of them, who was a 
feqeant, gave Suworow a very minute ac- 
count of the magazines in Schweidnitz ; by 
which it appeared that the town was ftill 
provided with bread and forage for three 
months. 

Defcrters were always' fent to the head- 
quarters of Field-Marlhal Butterlin, but Su- 
worow advifed General Berg to keep this 
ferjeant with him, leaft his account of the 
aftual ftate of Schweidnitz fhould induce the 
Field-Marfhal to change his prefent difpo- 
fitions. General Berg, however, difregarded 
this propofal : as foon, therefore, as it was 
known that^ there was fuch a large fqpply of 
provifions in the place, and that the Pruf- 
fians who covered it could maintain them- 
felves fo long, the Ruffian army abandoned 
its pofition (on the 29th of Auguft) and en- 
camped behind Liegnitz, as it was pretended, 
from the want of herbage, Laudohn was 

obliged

obliged alio, to his great mortification, to 
refiime the pofition which he had akeady 
occupied* 

In the beginning of the fummcr, in the 
feme year, Count Romanzow formed the 
blockade of Colberg, His Pruflian majefly, 
to relieve that place, detached General Platen 
at the head of ten or twelve thoufand men, 
with orders to direft his march from Silefia, 
by Poland, and to deftroy, in his way, the 
Ruffian magazines of provifions and forage. 
On his route, he fell in with the Brigadier 
Tfcherepow, who commanded the referve of 
the flying magazine; and defended himfelf, 
with no more than a thoufand men, for two 
hours, againft the Pruffian detachment ; but 
was at length overpowered by numbers. The 
brigadier was made prifoner with eight hun- 
dred men, and the lofs of four pieces of 
cannon, and they were all fent off for Cuftin. 
The Ruffians loft two hundred and the Pruf- 
iiatis four hundred men in this engagement. 

Field- 
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Ficld-Marfhal Butterlin had ordered 3 body 
of light troops to fet out on a falfe march, 
which was fo well managed, that from the 
third day the Ruffians had it in their power 
to overtake General Platen. This corps, 
which was entirely cavalry, confifted of twenty 
fquadrons of horfe grenadiers, twelve fqua^ 
drons of dragoons, thirty fquadrons of huf- 
iars, five regiments of Coflacs, and fi^ 
pieces of cannon. 

General Berg, accompanied by Suworow, 
joined the advanced guard with four fqua- 
drons of cavalry, four regiments of Coffacs, 
and four pices of cannon; and, by this forced 
march, he cut off General Platen from the 
grand magazines of Pofnania and other 
places. 

The advanced guard met the Pruffians in 
the environs of Kortian, and the Brigadier- 
General Milgunow followed it with the 
jnain body, at the diftance of about a mile* 

General 
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General Berg accordingly direfted him to join 
the advanced guard ; though the latter had 
received orders to begin the attack even if 
that junction was not effected. 

The Ruffians, availing themfelves of the 
obfcurity of the night, traverfed a thick wood, ^ 
in order to come upon the rear of the Pruf- 
fian camp : but at break of day the Pniflians 
were already formed -, their firfl: line being 
compofed of cavalry, and their fecond of in- 
fantry. The Ruffian artillery, however, fmall 
as it was, obliged them to change their order, 
and to bring- their infantry in front. The 
Pruffians were now fupported by thirty 
pieces of cannon 3 but the thicknefs of the 
wood prevented a difcovery of the fmall 
number of Ruffian troops 3 fo that when it 
became broad day-light, the former, inftead 
of making an attack, marched acrofs a nar- 
row way between two pieces of water, with 
their cavalry in the rear. General Berg purfued 

them 
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them with the advauced guaid, and made 
two hundred prifoners. 

Brigadier Milgunow did not join the ad-* 
advanced guard till the morrow; and fre- 
quciit fkirmifties took place during feveral 
fucccffive daysj with various fuccefs: they 
were, however, fufficient to force General 
Platen to make a movement, in order to get 
into Pomerania, by the left bank of the river 
Warta. The Ruffians, therefore, made a 
ftand on the right bank, and threw every 
poffible obftade in the way of the enemy to 
interrupt and retard their march* 

Suworow, with a hundred ^Coflacs of the 
regiment of Durowerow, fwam acrofs the 
river Netze to Driefen, and, during the 
night, marched fix miles to Landfberg, a 
town fituate on the Warta. He beat down 
the gates with large clubs, ruflied into the 
town, and made two detachments of huflars, 

confifting 
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confifting of about fifty men, with their of- 
ficers, prifoners of war. He burned half the 
bridge over the Warta, and remained in the 
place, till the Pruffian detachment, under 
General Platen, arrived on the oppofite bank. 
That officer immediately ordered pontoons 
to be thrown acrofs the river; and, in the 
mean time, direfted the battalion of the gre- 
nadiers of Amim to pafs it in boats. 

Wliile thefe lefler enterprizes were pro- 
ceeding, Lieutenant-General Prince Dol- 
gorucki was detached from the Ruffian army, 
in Silefia, to Colberg, with a body of forces 
eqml in number and equipment to the Pruf- 
fian detachment under General Platen, which 
had been appointed to the relief of that place. 
The prince proceeded in^a direft line to 
Arenfwald, and forced on his troops, by 
marches of greater length than thofe of the 
JPruffian general. 

Platen 
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Platen took his line of march from Landf- 
berg to Colberg, by the way of Regenwalde : 
Gener^d Berg accordingly ordered Suworow 
to follow him, with three regiments of huf- 
(ars and feven regiments of Coflacs, to har- 
rafs his flank; in which they efFedually fuc- 
ceeded, by driving in his flank parties on the 
right, and purfuing them almofl: under the 
cannon of the Pruflian detachment, which 
was pofted on an height: but, though it was 
by no means inaftive, it could not pre- 
vent him from taking two hundred prifonersi 
dragoons and huflars. 

Several days were pafled in fkirmifhing, 
till Suworow arrived at the river Rega, on 
whofe oppofite bank he found the Prince 
Dolgorucki. He^ therefore, returned to Ge- 
neral Berg, « Stargard, while Platen con- 
tinued his march to Colberg. In his way, 
the Pruflian general made an attack at 
Corlin, where Major Welitfch, with a few 

hundred 
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hundred men, covered a fmall magazltie. 
That officer made a very vigorous defence; 
during feveral hours, but was at length 
obliged to yield to fuperior numbers. He 
and the troops which furvived the engage- 
ments furrendered prifoners of war; and 
General Platen gave him that honourable 
reception which his bravery deferved. 

General Platen was, however, retarded 
by various accidents, and could not prevent 
Prince Dolgorucki from forming a junction 
with Count Roman zow ; who had aftually ' 
received orders from Field-Marihal Butterlin 
to abandon the blockade and to go into win- ' 
ter quarters, on account of the advanced 
flate of the feafon 3 but, on being ftren^th- 
ened by fuch a coniiderable reinforcement, 
he determined to maintain his pofition. The 
King of Pruffia, therefore, thought it ne- 
ceflary to detach another corps under the 
command of General Schenkendorf, 
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. On the 15th of Oftober, the Ruffiaris ex- 
, tended themfelves, indifferent detachments, 
from the environs of Stargard, along a line 
of five miles from that tow^n^ Licutenant- 
' Colonel Tekelly was oppofed to one of thefe 
detachments with fome fquadrons of hulTars 
and CofTacs 3 and General Berg charged Su* 
worow with the attack ; Tekelly, therefore, 
received a reinforcement, and Colonel Medem 
alfo'haflened to join him with a fquadron of 
the dragoons of Twer. 

Before break of day, the CofTacs fell upon 
a village which was occupied by infantry, 
and rendered themfelves maflers of it. The 
Pruf)ian detachment was in a plain beyond 
it. The Ruffians in coming out of a wood, 
along a very narrow way, were much annoyed 
by two pieces of the enemy's cannon; but as 
foon as they could extend themfelves, Colonel 
.Medem fell, fword in hand, on the Prullian 
battalion: Tekelly and Suworow fupported 
him with the light troops j cut off the left 

flank 
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flank of the Pruffians, which confifted chicfljs 
ofhuflars, and having, after a vigorous re* 
fiftance, driven them into a morafs, made 
prifoners of thofe who had efcaped the fword.. 
In this engagement Siiworow and his horfe 
were bemired in the mar(hy ground) and a 
dragoon difplayed no common zeal and ac* 
tivity in relieving him from the pcrilouar 
fituation. 

Towards the cohclufion of the combat, 
General Berg arrived with a lai^e part of 
his corps. The Ruffians now returned with 
their priibners to Stargard, and Suworow 
remained with the rear guard* But no 
fooner hmi they begun their march, than 
feveral parties of the enemies troops, were 
Xeen advancing from the hills againft them, 
led on by the fegiment of Fiflkenltein^ Su- 
worow had with Wm about fixty Coflacs^ 
with whom ,he inftantly feized a fquadron 
of hufiars which imnfcdiately preceeded him. 
With this handful of troops he ventured to 
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nitack tiic citcirty^'s dragoohs on' tht twd 
wingSi forced them to give Way, ahdtodb 
two field-piccesf with abotit twmty mc^ 
But a^ hi was iboh furrounded by the eti^ 
my, theife <va3 no poffihifity of his efc^n^ 
but by^ Cutting a padTage through thedi; aif 
effort whith was crowned >tidir ibcbefe. Hfc 
was Under the neceflity of leaving tihe cannon j 
but he contrived to^ carry off his prifonerSi 
Tekelli now rejoined him with fome fijua- 
drohs of.huliar^ and three regiments of 
Cofiacs^ On kceiving this mnforcfeiienti M 
tfeiiewed the engagemcrit^ which lafted ad 
honr. thfe Pruffians Ibft abotit a thov£mA 
men in killed and prifoncrs, amorig whoiri 
was the commaiiding officer,. M^dr l^9dlV 
charli. 

. The PruffiSiil had entrc^ncfaed thftnfeli^ef

The Ruffian li^t tBoops advanced from 
the environs of the village of Stargort againft 
General Platen, and the hoftile parties ap- 
proached each other oij the neatr fide of the 
river Rega. General Berg entrufted Ae 
command to Ccdonel Schtfchetnew, and 
v^rent himfelf,. on horfeback> efcorted by two 
fquadrons of huffars and as many regiments 
of Coffacs, to reconnoitre the Pruflians, As 
he ady^ced from a wood, by a aarrow way, 
he found the Pruffians ready to receive hxnx 
It was their left wing which prefented itfelf 
in this ijnexpefted manner: he, however, 
turned its jflank atfullfpeed, without being 
incommoded by their Jield-piecfs ; but the 
5iragpQns purfued hm fword in hand.

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fians furmounted with great difficulty. The 
Praffian dragoons and huflars were clofe at 
their heels but no fooner Had they pafled the 
xnorafs in their purfuit, than the Ruffians 
wheeled about, drove them back into the 
jnidftofit, and took a coniiderable number 

of them. 

The main body of the Ruffians was ftill 
at fome diftance. To the left of the village, 
and about' 3 or 400 paces from it, there was 
an open road, which the regiment of Fin- 
kcrftein dragoons croffed, and halted on the 
banks of the river. The Ruffian and Pruf- 
fian armies were now feparated only by a 
fmall hill, and a very narrow hollow way. 
When the firft Pruffian fquadron prefented 
itfdf, Suworow, with two hundred huflars, 
turned them by the hollow way, and at- 
tacked them fword in hand. He was re- 
ceived with a difcharge of their carbines, and 
the a6lion was warmly contefted; but the 
fquadron was at length driven off the field.

lifted of two battalions and about ten Iquad- 
rons of huflars a^d Bofnian cavalry. — ^The 
Ruffian huffars which led the march were 
immediately defeated by the Pruffians, and, 
imoilg many' others^ Lieutenant-Colonel 
Fukur was made prifoner by Kiplki, the 
Bofnian commandant. Six fquadrons of 
horfe grenadiers followed the huffars. — ^Su- 
wbrow overtook them and placed himlelf at 
their head. They had been harrafled m 
their march by the mufquetry of the enemyi 
but had not fuftained any confiderable lofs. 
At this tinie, Courbiiere had formed' his bat- 
talions in a fquare, and the horfe grenadiers, 
inftantly forming themfelves in lines, at- 
tacked it with irrefiftible impetuofity. The 
fire of the Pruffians was weak and ineffec- 
tual, from the humid ftate of their pieces. 
They were at length furrounded, and the 
whole fquare threw down their arms. Su- 
worow' immediately fet about rallying liis 
huflars ; and, having got them together and 
ftrengthened them with a party gf Coffacs,

he fell Tnddenly upon the Pruflian cavalry, 
who were advancing towards them, and 
made many prifoners j among whom was 
Kipfki, the Bofnian commandant. Lieii- 
tenant-Colonel Fukur accordingly recovered 
Ills liberty. 

General Platen, who was not yet In mo^ 
tion, w^s a quarter of a mile behind his ad^ 
vanced guard. A body of foraging dragoons 
were in his front ; but Suworow fell upon, 
jmdtook the greater part of, them. 

The detachment of Courbiere, which con^ 
lifted, including the foragers, of near two 
thoufand men, had two hundred killed, 
and the reft were made prifoners ; among 
whom were forty fuperior and field officers. 
The few who efcaped were indebted for 
their prefervation to the fwiftnefs of their 
horfes. On the fide, of the Ruffians, the 
huflars fufFered the moft ; but the horfe 
grenadiers loft no more than fifty men.

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The Count Panin had alfo entered the 
town with his battalion, fo that the Ruffians 
were in complete poffeffion of it -, but as it 
had never been their intention to maintain 
it in tlie face of Platen's army, they very 
loon abandoned it» 

. , The Ruffians now returned, in different 
bodies^ to their refpeftive ftatiohs : but Platen 
proceeded by Damm to Stettin. Berg alfo 
marched with the light troops to Treptow,' 
where Knobloch was blockaded with the 
Aree thoufand men he commanded of the 
Proffian body of referye. At his approach, 
Knobloch furrendered himfelf prifoner to 
Count Roroanzow. In confequence of that 
event. Berg returned to Stargard, where h? 
generally fixed his head-quarters. 

Colonel Medem being obliged, from his 
bad ftate of health, to fubmit to a fufpen- 
fion of his military fervice, Suworow took 

upon 
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^poh Mm tiie command of the dragoons of 
vTwen ' • 

* - The Prnflians renewed' their efforts on the 
flde^ of -tibiberg; dgainft the Ruffians; with 
strong detachments of tihfervation. General 
-^Berg, therefore, immediately began his march 
with the left column of his forces, and 
charged Suworow with the condu6l of the 
-right, which confifted of three regiments <rf 
huflars, two regiments of Coflacs, and the 
>regiment of-dragoons of Twen - ' 

^ He now '^advanced againft Naugarterr, 
U^here two battalions were pofted, With Po»- 
menlki's regiment of dragoons. Suvv^orovlr 
made his attack in two lines, with intervals, 
^And broke through the dragoons : he tken 
-charged the battalion of Prince Ferdinand, 
4cilled a confiderable number, and took up- 
-wards of a hundred prifoners 5 the greater 
.part of which belonged to the prince's own. 
^company, la this attack, he very narrowly 
i efcaped. 
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efcaped^ fbr the horfe he todt was Wice 
wounded by mufquet-fhot. ThcPrufliansi 
however, kept up fuch a fire from the houfes^ 
that the Ruffians \irere compelled to retreat,- 
and formed upon a hill [to the right.- They 
left many of their eoihrades behind them $ 
but, the death of the braVe Majoi: Erdmann 
was a fubjeft of univerfal regret. 

General Platen at length appeared with a 
confiderable f onvoy of provifions, which he 
was conducing from Stettin to Golberg. He 
marched with the main body of the armyi 
fo that, though they neVer quitted him, the 
Ruffians found it impoffible to makt an aiF 
lack with any profpe£t of fuccefs; 

feuworow had fent thirty dragodns with asl 
officer on a foraging party, at a fmall dlt 
tance from Regenwaldi wlio wfefe intertepteft 
by a regithent of Pfuffiin dragdbtt§. He con^ 
"fidered thtem aS loft; but, dn tht udxt day,* 
the brave officer and his party returned. He 

had 
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tad loft only fix men, md Iti "reVeftgfe ika 
icoiig^t feverai pidfoiicrs With him.

It was now the end of NoVembdr; thB 
feafon extremely cold, and the roads ftrewed 
with frozeil Pruffians. Forcfed marches had 
deftroyed their clothes, and thty were but' 
wretchedly prote6Ved againft thb inclemency 
hf the weather. On the contrary, the Ruf- 
fian^ were warmly clad, And loft btit few of 
their people. 

Platen now approached Colberg; the Ruf- 
fians Followed his example, diid Suworow 
4ook poft, with the dragoons of Twer ani 
iWo other regiments of horfe grenadiers, lit 
|)ie left wing of Count Romanzow's army. 

Oh the fifil of December, Platen took his 
pofition on a hilL. The Ruffian cavalry 
had difmounted in confequence of the cold j' 
*^hen the PriiflTiaii artillery began to play 
iipojl the flank of the Rulfian^r which coni^ 
' pelled 
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pelied the horfe grenadiers to'rctli't to a 
greater diftance ; though they itill remained 
near the dragoons of Twer, who had not 
quitted their fituation« 

The Ruffians were protefted in front by a 
deep hollow, formed by nature, which was 
now filled with fnow. It was, therefore, im- 
poffible for the enemy to attack them ; at 
the fame time, they were equally pre- 
vented from attacking the enemy. On the 
other fide of the ditch, there was a Pruf- 
fian redoubt, commanded by Lieutenant^o- 
lonel Stakelberg, and defended by three com- 
panies of grenadiers. The Ruffians afiaulte4 
this redoubt with great fpirit, and were for 
. fome time repulfed with equal bravery; bu^ 
at length, the commandant was defeated and 
taken prifoner, with a part of his troops and 
two pieces of cannon. 

. Platen now endeavoiu-ed tq introduce his 
provifion-w;aggons into Colberg, by three 

different 
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different pafTages, but fuch a conftant fire 
wa$ employ ;^d againfl: him from the Ruffian 
entrenchments, that he, found it impoffible 
to effect his defign. In the evening of the 
day, when he made this unfuccefsful attempt^ 
he retired with all his troops to Treptau, and 
loft a great number of them from the fevoh- 
rity of the frofV. The two battalions of 
Schenkendorf, which formed a part of the 
advanced pofts, alone ^fuftained a lofs of fix 
^ hundred men. 

• Lieutenant-Colonel de Heyde, who com- 
manded in the town of.Colberg, not having 
fiifficient provifions for the fupply of his 
garrifon, was under the neceffity of refufing 
Prince Eugene of Wurtemberg the quota 
he demanded ; who accordingly left the 
place .and formed a junction with Platen. 
There were now no Pruflians before Ool*^ 
berg; and Prince Eugene having quitted 
Platen, the latter was left alone to conduct 
VOL. I. JO I the 
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the remains of his army, which had melted 
down from thirty^fivfe to ten thoufand men. 
With them, however, he bravely maintained 
his winter-tjuaners in Saxony, 

The Ruffian light troops fkirted the 
Phaffians on their march, and a few flight 
flcirmiflies took place in the courfe of it. 
When General Platen removed to Staigard, 
Suw^row tittaeked his rear guard with the 
dragoons of Twer, but he obtained no ad- 
vantage, as his cavalry floundered in a morafs 
which was not fufficiently frozen to bear 
them, and where the cneniy's infantry C0uM 
maintain their ground. — He efcaped, how- 
ever, withovit any confiderable iofs. 

The fame night. General Berg threw fomc 
grenades into Stargard, at the moment when 
General Platen had formed the defign to 
abandon it. 
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On tlie i6th of December, Colonel de 
HeydCj furrendered to Count Romanzow, 
and thus this campaign was brought to a 
termination. The latter remained in Po- 
merania with the light troops, and the Count 
Fermor, with the reft of the army, fixed 
his winter quarters on the banks of the 
Viaula* 

On the 1 6th of March, 17621 the Prince 
Molgonfki and the Puke of Bevem, govempr 
of Stettin, agreed to an arnlftice ; that was 
followed by a treaty of peace l?etween Ruffia 
and Pruffia, which was fi^^ on the 5th of 
May in the fame year. 

In the courfe of the f^me month, General 
Berg, accompanied by feveral of his officers, 
paid a vifit to the Puke of Bevem, and was 
leceived with^ fplendid hofpitality. A fuperb 
entertainment was provided on the bccafion, 
and the evening was eiplivened with the dance. 

D a On 
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On the follcwing morning, the diike accom- 
panied his vilitors on horfe-back through 
every part of the fortrefs, and its out- 
works. He pdd particular attention to Su- 
worow, and permitted him to copy a plan of 
the campaign which was then meditated 
againft Denmark. All the Ruffian officers 
remained at Stettin till the next day, when 
they took their leave, highly pleafed and flat- 
tered by the veiy polite and hoipitable recep- 
tion of the Duke of Bevcrn. 

Colonel Medem returned to his re^ment 
of Twer, when Suworow received the com- 
mand of the regiment of dragoons of Arch- 
angelgorod. Although he was attached to 
the infantry fervice. Count Romanzow pre- 
fented him, at the general promotion, as 
colonel of cavalry, from his fupef ior know- 
ledge in that department of the army ; but 
there were certain obftacles which caufed that 
line of promotion to be abandoned. Soon 

after, 
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after, the Count Panin, who commanded in 
Pomerania, fent him to Peterlburg with an 
account of the retuni of the troops. On 
this occafion, he gave him a fpecial letter of 
recommendation to the emprefs, who pre- 
sented him a colonels commiflion, written 
Ayith Iier own. hand. 
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CHAP, II. 

SrWOROW IS ADVANCED TO THE RANK OF 

BRIGADIER, CAMPAIGN AOAXN«T THIt 

CONFEDERATJiS IN ?0I,AJID\ 

In the month of Auguft, 1762, Suworow 
was appointed colonel of the regiment of 
infantry of Aftrachan, which was in garrifon 
at Peterfburg; and when the ceremonial of 
her coronation called the emprefs to Mof^ 
cow, ihe ordered him to remain at Peterf- 
burg, where ftie charged him with the exe^ 
cution of fome very important commiflions. 
After her return, his regiment was fent to 
diftant fervice, and was replaced by the in- 
fantry regiment of Sufdal, confiftijig of more 
than a thoufand men, of which he received 
the command in 1763. Suworow employed 
himfd/ very much in forwarding the new 

manoeuvres 
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mano^uvres> which were introduced into the 
Ruffian ^rvice at that period^ smd the cmr 
prefs expreflfid great (atisfai^Qn when Ait, 
firft (m them praiSifcd at a revicyjr, which 
fhe hopQiHred with her pcefeoce, ia ^e bcr 
ginning of the autumn. The officers were 
admitted to kifs her hand, and every private 
(bldier received a rouble for hi$ particular 
gratification. 

In the autumn of the following y^r, Co- 
lonpl Suvrorow went, with his regiment^ into 
garrifoBL at Ladoga.

, In T768, Colonel Suworow was advaioxied 
to the rank of brigadier ; and, as. tbe war was 
juft commenced againft the confederates of 
Poland, he was ordered to repair, with 'all 
f|«ed, to the frontiers of that kingdbm^ in 
the courfe of November, and in the-moft \xi\^. 
favourable feafon of the year. In order to 
habituate his regiment to the fatigiies of 
war, he proceeded from Ladoga to Nowo- 
gorod. tfo paffed various bridges, croffed 
rivers-and moralies, whofe paflage was r€n- 
4ercd more difficult by • flight frbfts," and 
traverfed a thoufand vcrfts, or five hundred 
flnglifh miles, in the courfe of a month. In 
4l»s exfrftoydindry an4' fatiguing march, • he 
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loft only a few men in the environs of Smo^ 
lenflco. , * 

T^e body of ti'oops wKicK marched >into 
Poland, confifted of four regiments of in- 
fantry, two regiments of cuirafliers, andtwo 
brigadiers, under the command in chief df 
Lieutenant-General - Nummer. / SuworoW 
commanded a brigade. During the winter, 
he was continually: engaged /in improving 
his regiment in their mane&uvres, and habi- 
tuating them to «very a6t4on that would be 
required, ^ and ^Very Gircumftaiice-' that might 
'happen,.ina ftateof a6tual (ervic^r :^ ' 



« In the following fummei- of 1769, thefe 
troops were ftationed on the frontiers of Po- 
land. General Nummer took his route to 
Offa, and Brigadier SuworOw had preceded 
him, fome d^ys, with the advanced guard, 
it was compofcd of a fquadron of cuiraffiers, 
■a fquadron of dragoons, arid his o^n regi- 
ment of Syfdalt fie had diftributed- the 

whole 
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whole into four battalions; one of gretra.- 
diers, another of tirailleurs, and two of 
fufileers. They remained for fome weeks 
in an entrenched camp, before Orfa, and 
then proceeded on their march to Minfki, the 
adranced guard beit^ condufted by Suworow. 
On his airival in that country, he ex- 
tingiifhed, on their firft appearance, the 
difturbances that threatened it. He did 
not, however, remain there for any length 
of time, but was difpatched in great hafte to 
Warfawwith his regiment, and two iqiiwir 
dfons of dragoons; and, tp fajcilitate the 
march, he diftributcd his corps into two 
columns. All his infantry was conveyed 
on farmers waggons, with bayonets fixed, 
that they might be prepared for any fuddea 
attack. One half of the dragoons^ in order 
to fave their horfes, went alternately in the 
waggons, and die other half led tlie horfes ot 
their comrades. Thus they travelled, and in 
twelve days arrived in the fuburbs of Praga, 
on the pther fide of Warfaw. 

In 
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in his march, Suworow cro&d Lidnxaztta, 
where he appeafed the difcootents of the 
people The Hukn regiments of Peliak 
and Korfizki being encamped in the envi- 
rons of Brzefcia, he fiirprized them during 
the night, by levelling a cannon, which had 
befen efeorted by $ company of infantry, 
ag^nft the door of the principal officer's 
quarters^ The reft of the troops remained 
as a body of referve, and the bufmefs was 
coitipleted without efFufion of blood. The 
two chiefs, with their officers and fquadrons, 
gave a written engagement never more to 
take up arms againft the Ruffians, and im- 
mediately abandoned the confederacy. 

General Weimarn being appointed to the, 
principal command in Poland, he ordered 
Brigadier Suworow to attend hira fecretly in 
the night, and informed him that very great 
uneafinefRs prevailed throughaut the city of 
Warfaw, which wereoccafioned by the march 
of the rebel Marflial Kotelupowfki, who was 
8 advancing 
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advancing with eight thonfand men, as well 
by land as on the Viftula. — Suworow im- 
mediately collefted a company of grenadiers, 
a fquadron of dragoons, fifty light troops, 
and fome Coflacs, with one piece of artillery, 
and proceeded up tiie left tank of the Viftula; 
and when he had advanced about a mile, he 
croffed the river, at a place where it was not 
of any great depth, to meet Kotelupowfki ; 
whom he completely routed, and made feveral 
prifoners. From the latter he endeavoured to 
difcover the real number of the confederates^ 
as weU as the detachments of their troops, 
the places where they were ftationed, and the 
names of their chiefs. 

In the courfe of a few weeks it was known, 
that the two Marftials Pulawlki, as well as 
others of equal rank, were in Lithuania with 
ten thoufand confederates. Suworow, ac- 
cordingly, put himfelf in motion with a 
detachment, compofed of one company of 
grenadiers, two companies of fuiileexs, a 

light 
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light battalion of tirailleurs, a fquadron of 
dragoons, fifty Coifacs, and two pieces of 
'cannon. By forced marches he arrived at 
Brzefcia, where he received a confirmation 
of the preceding intelligence. 

The confederates were clofely followed by 
Colonel Roenne, with two thoufand men, 
and by Lieutenant-Colonel Drewiz, with 
fifteen hundred. Under thefe circumftances, 
Su\/\^orow did not make any ftay at Brzefcia ; 
he only entered it to ftation a part of his 
troops there, in order to maintain the poft, 
and was not prevented by the night from 
proceeding with the remainder. In the 
morning they fell in with a patrole of fifty 
carabineers, vvhich Colonel Roenne had fent 
out on a reconnoitring party, iinder the com- 
mand of Count Gallelli, captain of cavalry, 
and they took this patrole along with him- 

About noon, and after a march of three 
iniles, this fmall detachment difcovered the 

lo ' con* 
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oowfedcrates : they confifted of cavalry alone, 
,and were ftationed in the depth of a wood. 
!Suworow, accordingly, proceeded :by two 
defiles, till faexameto a morafs, with a bridge 
that was covered by a battery of the enemy, 
containing two cannons ; which was all the 
^artillery the confederates pofleffed. The co- 
lumn of infantry paffed the bridge with 
^great lapidity ; and fuftained fbme lols from 
the fire which was direfted at it; when, 
having the wood in their rear, they found 
lijenifelves, in a moment, in the front of the 
. enemy's lines, which prefented themfelves in 
a fanircircular form on an open plain. This 
fpot was the centre of the confederate army, 
. fo that the Ruffians were, in a great meafiire, 
furrounded. Suworow, at the head of fifty 
dragoons, inftantly rufhed upon the battery, 
but, not being fupported by lus people, was 
iji a fituation of great danger; while the 
confederates, inftead of employing their 
cannon in defending it, had drawn them 
bdiind their lines, as it appeared, with a 

view 
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view to prefcrvc tiiem, and they fucceeded. 

They, however, inftantly attached the Ruffian 

infantry in front, with the greater part of 

their^ fqviadron; the former, however, de-» 

fended themfelyes with diftinguiihed bravery, 

and being very exp^ in llie ufe of the fire^ 

lock, deak deftru^ion around them: at 

length, after a very fevere conteft, the com- 

federates were forced to give way. They 

tetHrned, however, four times to the charge, 

with frefli fquadrons, and were as often 

compelled to fly from the galling power of 

the Ruffian mufquetry. The Count CaftelK, 

With the carabineers, purfued them in their 

fucceffive retreats, -and put a great num- 

^r to the ^^rard. He was alfo attacked, 

in his turn, by the elder Pulawofki, the fenior 

marlhal of the confederates, who received a 

piftol-fliot in the encounter, of which he 

died on the following day. 

The Coffacs were fcattered in fmall parties 
-on the pear of the Ruffian troops, which 

could 
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.tould not be attacked, is it was completely 
.protected by the wood; and the con- 
federates did not attempt to difmount, and 
.continue the engagement on foot. Never- 
thelefs, the major on duty frequently ex- 
claimed, that they were cut off: for which 
: ill-founded alarm Suworow ordered him to 
.be put under immediate arreft, 

The night was now approaching ; and the 

confederates had formed their lines in front 

of the village of Orzechoba ; which, by dif- 

charging grenades from a howitzer, was 

loon fet on fire ; and, the infantry feizing 

. the moment of alarm to attack the enemy 

with bayonets fixed, they fled, in great dif- 

order, through the flames of the village. 

Suworow ordered his fmall body of cavalry 

to follow them. In the purfuit, they met 

Pinlki's regiment of dragoons, which con- 

fiftedof only one hundred men, who inftantly 

difmounted, in order to continue the ^n-* 

jjagcment with advantage from behind the 

hedges) 
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I } but the greater part of them wett 
cither cut in pieces, or maae prifoners of 
war. The confederates made fome attempts to 
renew the engagement, but Suworow having 
ordered a conAaht fire to be kept up in the 
wood, whofc echoes might deceive them as 
to the number of his troops, they foon 
wheeled about, and left him mailer of the 
field. They loft on this occafion about a 
thoufand men, among whom were feveral 
officers 5 with a hundred prifoners, who were 
immediately lent off to Warfaw. This body 
of confederates did not amount to more than 
half the number which had been ori^^nally 
rq)orted» 

Suworow now took his foute to Lubliit, 
and ordered the troops, which h^ had left at 
Brzefcia, to follow him. 

Lublin is a central point of Poland and 
Lithuania. This circumftance determined 

' VOL. I. E . t^ 
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th? brigadier to fix on this town as a prcrpef 
place for eftablffhing his cantonment^ though 
it was not capable of being defended. It 
poffeffed a long extent of walls, which were 
in a very ruinous ftate, and an old caftle, 
that had often been befieged and taken, by 
Peter the Firft, Charles the Twelfth, and 
the Kings Augufhis and Staniflaus s nor had 
fince received any reparation. Suworow 
feized upon the finall towns in the vicinity 
of Lublin, feveral of which were defended 
by fortifications, After fome time, he efta- 
bliflied comimunications with Cracow, and 
Sandomir, a place of fome ftrength. He oc- 
cafionally placed a garrifon in Opatow, 
which is alfo on the other fide of the 
Ifi^ula; but he made Lublin the dep6t of 
his artillery, ftores, and magazines; and 
from thence fent out his parties, as cir- 
cumftances might require. He was continu- 
ally paffing the Viftula, to Pulava, to l^f- 
ChentQwa, tp Zawitfchvofl:, as well as* to 
9 San- 
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Sandimir; ahd maint^ncd Ais pofition du-* 
ring the time of his abode in Poland, which 
occupied a fpace of near three yearsv 

His corps was foort reinforiCed by that part 
of his regiment of Sundal, which he had left 
at Praga^ as well as by two companies of the 
grenadiers of Narva« and ^i equal number 
of the regiment of carabineers of Peterfburgv 
and of the tlurd regiment of cuirafliers -, but 
he had not more than a hv.ndred GoffacSk 

The Ruffi'att army in Poland reijuired thi 
fcftablifhment of, four major-generals^ and 
Suworow was accordingly advanced to that 
rank, on the firft of January, 1770. 

We (hall psifs over Uie rftany flight en- 
gagements which took place in th* coUrfe of 
this year, ahd only dwell upon fuch as Weri 
diftingiiifhed by circuteftdntes ^hicibdemand 
a particulair defcri^tion. In the nUHith of 
April, Major-General iSuWorow pafied the 
s 2 Viftola 
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Viftula at Zawitfchwoft, in fearch of Colonel 
Nofchiniki, of Sandomir. He took with him, 
on this occafiQn, two companies of fufilecr^ 
two fquadrons of carabineers, fifty Coflacs, 
and two field-pieces : and the colonel being 
at Clementow, he direftcd his march to that 
place. As this finall detachment was paf-- 
fmgaidllage in the night, the report of a 
carbine, which was accidentally difcharged, 
brought out ibme peaiants from their cot* 
tages, who were immediately employed as 
guides by the Ruflian troops, and difcovered 
to them that they were clofe upon the con- 
federates, wh(Hn they ima£^ied to be at a 
confiderabk difbnce. 

They s^cordingly fell in with the enemy 
at day-break, who were already on horfe* 
back to receive "diem. They confifted o£ 
about a thodkod men» had taken their po^ 
fition on a {dain by the fide ofa wood, and 
thetr fipiadrons were formed in fmall fquares* 
Suworow advanced ag^nft them ^th the 

carabineers^ 
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eirabinecrs, who, notwithftanding Ks orders 
to the contrary, difcharged their pieces, and 
immediately halted : the confederate troops, 
however, received the fire with a fteady com- 
pofure. He then ordered the infantry to 
advance with all poilible fpeed, and, after a 
difcharge of mufquetry, they ruflied on with 
their bayonets. But the enemy, for fome 
time, kept up a very fmart fire with fix field- 
pieces, and then retreated : and though they 
continued to defend themfelves, the cavalry 
purfued them with great flaughter. During 
the engagement, the major-general ordered* 
a party to take pofleflion of Clementow; 
and the confederates difperfed themfelves in 
the wood. They loft ail their artillery, with 
near three hundred men ; while the Ruffians 
did not loie more than a fixth part of that 
number. 

In the middle of the fumwier, when Colo- 
nel Mofchinfki had received a reinforcement, 
Suworow gained a fecond viftuiy over him 
E 3 at 
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ft^Opatow, killed a hundre4 of his meiij, 
4nd made as many prifoners, the greater payt 
pf which h^ beeii woupded in the engage-, 
ment. 

In the courfe of the autumn, Majar-^Gc-i 
neralSuworow attempted an operation on 
the Vifliula, but, ffom the rapidity of the 
current, he miffed the pontooi^, in leaping 
from the bank, apd, falling; into the river, 
was in great danger of being drpwnqd. Af- 
ter many fruitlefs attempts to fave him, z, 
grenadier at length feized a lock of his hair, 
?md drew him to the hank jj but in getting 
put pf the water, he ftruck his breaft againft 
a pontoon J, which caufed a violent cgntufion 
tibat threatened his life -, and from which he 
4id pot recover for feveral months. 

Towards the end of the year, the emprefsi 
|jracioi:tfly fent him the prder of S^t 
^me. 
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In the month of March, 1 77 1 , Suworow 
left Libnin with four compajiies of infantry, 
three fquadrons of carabineers, about a 
hundred CoITacs, and ibme field-pieces, and 
paflcd the Viftula, near Sandomir. In his 
march to Cracow, he was fuccefsful in feve- 
ral fmall engagements, and at length attack- 
ed Landfkron, a town about four miles dis- 
tant from that city. Here he experienced a 
very vigorous refiftance; and though he 
ibon made lumfelf mafter of the place, he 
found it impradicable to take the caftlc. 
The Ruffians fuffered greatly both in killed 
and wounded, from the mufquetry of the 
confederates. The general himfelf appears 
to have been in great danger, as his hsit and 
coat were pierced with bullets. On his re- 
tiring to repofe himfelf in a neighbouring 
village, he was attacked by the confederate 
General Schutz. The conteft was but of 
Ihort duration^ and after fome lofs on 
both fides, Schutz thought it prudent ta 
retreat, 

£ 4 While 
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While General Suworow iv^s abfcnt from 
Ltiblin^ a confiderable number of the confe- 
iterates had aflembled in that canton where 
Colonel Stakelberg then commanded. He, 
therefore, returned thither by forced marches, 
and, in his way, toc^ the fmall town of Ca- 
ftmir. The cavalry entered firft, and imme- 
diately routed the greater part of the confe- 
derates who occupied it ; while many of them 
fled and hid themfelves. On the arrival of 
the infantry, an immediate fcarch was made 
after them ; and the general having ordered 
tiiem,* for that purpofe, to diftribute them- 
felves iti all the ftrtets j it fo happened, that 
he was left entirely alone. At this moment 
perceiving in a large barn, a party of caval- 
ry who hid fled, he addrcffed them in a 
friendly manner, promifed them a pardon, 
and ordered them to come fbrth^ The com- 
difliiding officer inimcdjately quitted the 
building, and his people followed him on 
fojoti leading their horfes, but unfortunately 
<bme Cofl^cs arriving at the ^ot, one of 

them 
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them difcharged a piftol at the Poles, who^ 
immediately fired at the offender^ but widi-; 
out maiiifefling llie leaft intention to hurt 
Suworow; and fetiied into the barn^ whew 
tiiey enclo&d themfelvcs. The general or-> 
dered it to be inflantty invefted, and thrdstt--. 
aied to bum it, if they did not furrender 
themfelves. Alarmed at the menace, they 
immediately fubmitted. It was the firft and 
fineft fquadron of Marfhal Saba, confifting 
of fifty men.. In this unexpe6bed attack, a 
hundred Poles were killed, and tliree hun- 
dred taken prifoners. 

It was not eaiy to decide whether it would 
have been a prudent meafure, at this time, to 
attack Marfhal Pulawfki, with whom Saba, 
with a confiderable body of troops, had juft 
formed a junflion ; efpecially as the Ruffians 
were fo charged with prifoners -, but Suwo- 
row had learned the art of applying his 
meafures to the circumftances around hita : 
he accordingly ordered the infantry to ad- 
vance 
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vance to the attack. They were no more 
than five miles from Krafiuk, whkrh was 
adbially befieged by the coiifederates, and 
was gallantly defended by thjcee companies 
of the Sufiial regiment. . /Howcyer, on the 
arrival of Suworow, the confederates difper- 
ied themfelves in the woods, and he did not 
think it neceflary to attempt, an engagement 
with them. 

Suworow had not been hmg returned to 
Lublin, when he was informed by General 
Weimar, that the confederates were taking 
pofitions round Cracow, and that they con- 
trived to cut off his convoys of provifions, 
though he had a ftrong Ruffian garrifon in 
the place. 

Accordingly, in the middle of May, the 
general put himfelf in motion, with four 
companies of grenadiers, a battalion of fii- 
fileers, eight field-pieces and mortars, five 
fquadrons of carabineers, and eighty. Coffacs^

He halted i^xjn the left; bank of the VllUIa; 
but made no attempt to pafs it. In this po^ 
iition it feldom happened that a day paffed 
without being engaged with parties of con^ 
federates, which were fpmetimes very nume^ 
rous. On approaching the river DuneyetZi 
Suworow found the confederates in confider-« 
4ble force. Accordingly, he thought it ne- 
ceflary to form a battery, for the purpofe of 
^:ommanding a paflage ; but as the river was 
deep, and tlie Ruffians were not fumilhed 
with pontoons, the grenadiers who firft at« 
tempted to pafs it, found themfelves up to 
their necks in the water : Colonel Tfchep?low, 
however, difcovered a fqrd at a very fmall dif- 
tance, and he conduced the cavalry over it, 
under the proteftion of the battery. He im* 
mediately attacked the advanced pofts, the in- 
fantry followed him, and the confederates fuf- 
tained a v«ry heavy lofs. Soqie fqi^adronj of 
the enemy's dragoons had polled themfelve? 
on the mines of Belitfcha, and at firft made 
' fpipe refiftance, but when the infantry ar-» 

rived 
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ftfcd, they retired ta the nei^bourfiood of 
Cracow. 

Towards nobn-Ocx^ral Suworow proceed- 
ed to that city, where Colonel Drewz com- 
manded a regiment of Tfchtigujewlki, a re- 
giment of the Don Coffacs, four companies o^ 
infanti-y, and as many of carabineers. As 
night approached, thi^ body of troops 
marched to Tynez, a fortified town at the 
diflance of a mile from Cracow. Drewiz' 
wias ordered to pufh forward, when he fell 
in with a numerous body of confederate ca- 
valiy, who were enjoying the fweets of fleep, 
nor did he difturb them ; but by the time 
the general arrived, they were all mounted, 
and at the moment of their departure. He 
immediately ordered tiie two firft companies 
of grenadiers to make an aflault upon a re- 
doubt, defended by a hundred men, and 
two pieces of cannoh. They foon got pof- 
fefiion of it with fmall lofs, and put almoft 
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all the gariiron to the fword ; but could oulj 
bring off one piece of artillery. 

Here Suworow remained, and did not 
make an alfault upon Tynez, which was too 
well fortified to juftify fuch a proceeding; 
On the following day, he marched to Land- 
ikron, and drew up his troops on the heights 
before the town, in order of battle, when a 
very iinart ikirmifh immediately followed. 
The confederates, to the number of four 
thoufand^ had their left wing fupported by 
Landfkron> and their right extended to the 
left o{ the Ruffians. In thdr front were a 
huncked and fifty chafleurs, conunaiided by 
a French officer^ and at the difbnce of a 
quarter of a mile there was fome very rough 
ground. Suworow ordered the Cofiacs of 
Tfthugujewfki to charge the chafieurs, and 
Colonel TfchepetoW) with a fquadron of ca* 
tabineerst to ftt;^>ort them. The Cof^s 
immediately flew to the attack, and a confi- 
dermic paxt of the cbafleuts were left d^ 
i 8 ^ 
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oh the field. The iftion was brt the poitlt 
of becoming general, when the confederated 
began to give way : their right wing was thd 
firft to f-etredt, ahd the Ruffian cavalry piH*- 
fllfed them for lijJwards of a mile, towards 
Biala, on the frontiers of Silefia. Fi^fe huii- 
dred mfeft loft their lives' on this octafiorl, 
iamong whom were the Marfhal Orzefcha of 
Lithuania, and the Prihce Sapieha, of Great 
Poland. The Ruffians itiade two hundred 
prifonefs^ and Marfhal LofTozki, of Warfaw^, 
ind Miamzinfld, were of the niimber. The 
French Brigadier-General Dumourieri (fince 
beconife f j notorious, frotti his conduft ill 
the early campaigns of the prefent war) was 
at the head of the confederates on *this oc* 
cafion 5 but foon xjuitted them, and returned 
to France, 

After this engagfemftntj General' Suwdro^r 

retained the Don ColTacs of DreWizs in his 

fervice, and fet off on his return to Lublin^ 

As he approached the^ little river Sony hd 

, paffed 
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pafled nelr a wood, from whence he received 
a very brifk fire ; but continued his route 
without returning it* Soon after, he met a 
part of the Warfaw confederates, coniifting 
of five hundred dragoons and huffars. They 
charged the Ruffian cavalry with great bra- 
very, but were received fword in hand, and, 
after a, vigorous refiftance, with fome lofs on 
both fides, were finally repulfed. 

During this time, Pulawiki,*with two 
thoufand men, had rendered himfelf mafter 
of Zamofcies from whence Suworow re- 
folved to difiodge him. The PoUih morfhal, 
however, did- not wait for his arrival, but 
came out of the town to give him battle ; 
but his troops were fcarcely formed, when 
' the Ruffian cavalry and Cpflkcs fell unex- 
peftedly v^n ihemi and, after fome refift- 
ance, put them. to the rout ; with the lofs of 
two hundred killed, and as many prifonerSf 
among vrhom were eight officers. The ge-^ 
9cralDow returned t¥> Lublin. 

At 
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At this period, the cmprefs conferred on 
Major-General Suworow the Order of Saint 
George, of the third clafs, as a teftimony of 
the fatisfaftion fhe had received from hi$ 
fervices. 

The outermoft poft on the left wing of 
the garrifon was at Sokai» on the river Bug» 
and confifted' of Ibme fufileers, with two 
corporals, and half a fquadron of dragoons^ 
under the^command of a lieutenant named 
Wedeniapin. Some time before^ Suworow 
had prefented him with a piece of artillery 
that had been taken iFrom the Poles $ and he 
inftantly thought himielf a great conunanderr 
He accordingly opened his campaign with- 
out orders, and marched by Lemberg to the 
fihall town of Tomorloff, where he com- 
manded — ^his dinner} but before he could 
complete the important fervice of eating it, 
he was furprized by fome inhofpitable con- 
federates, led. on by Cblonel Novilki; and 
inftead of attacking his foup,* he was obliged^ 
'' to 
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to defend himfelf. Though fbme of the 
dragoons cut their way through the enemy, 
the greater part of his infantry were made 
mince-meat, and the reft, to the number of 
fifteen, furrendered as prifoners, and theif 
gallant commander along with them. 

About a month afterwards, Novilki, with 
a fuperb detachment of cavalry, confifting of 
a thoufand men, marched to Krafnik, which 
"Was atno great diftance from the place wher« 
Suworow then was. At that time, the latter 
had fent Several parties into Lijihuania and 
Poland^ as he frequently did, to prevent th« 
confederates from reinforcing themfelves ; fo 
that he had but a very fmall force with 
him^ 

. On receiving intelligence of Novifki-s ap-? 
proach, Suworow immediately detached two 
cotnpanies of infantry, with two field-pieces^ 
a fquadron of carabineers, and fome Coflkcs^ 
under the command of a field-officer. It 
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was his wifh to have entruiled this hufiaeli 
to Berghotz, a capfaun of cavalry, and the 
only partifan'who was then with him; but 
he was not to be found at the moment when 
he was wanted. The field-officer, therefore, 
marched againft NoAdfld^ but not thinldng 
himfelf fufficiently ftrortg, he turned afide, 
and did not choofe to riik an engage- 
ment* 

Npvifki proceeded towards Krafhoftow, 
where there was a fquadron of cuiraiiiers^ 
with 9 company of fufileers, and fame Cbf*^ 
^cs. Suwoorow detached fome fquadrons of 
cavalry to harrafs him on his route, and then 
w^t hinifelf, with fix Coflacs, and fome 
officers, to join the field-officer who has 
been already mentioned ; and, as foon as it was 
night, h« fent Beftufchow, with a Cbflac, to 
a»ke enquiries in a neighbouring chateau. 
Novifki was a£lua% there with a part of his 
people; but the mailer of the place faved 
Peftufchow, by letting him through a gar- 
den- 
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den-gate, without being perceived ; and the 
latter haftened to a part of the wood which 
had been appointed^ in order to make his 
report. 

Abotit midnight, the general entered Kraf- 
noftow, where he found the troops which he 
had already difpatched there ; and, having got 
together all his people who had been can- 
toned in that place, with a twelve pounder^ 
he inftantly departed* 

Noviiki had now ported himfelf in a wood, 
about four miles to the right of Krafnoftowj 
and, About noon, the kuffians came up ^th 
hims when Suworow, paffing the bridge of 
a mill, at the head of his dragoons, began 
the attack. The confederates defended 
themfelves with great bravery ^ but, af- 
ter a vigorous refiftance, were difpcrfed and 
purfued.

The Ruflian^general returned by Krafnof- 
tow to Lublin,' and Novifki went back to 
Biala. A party of the confederates fell in 
with Kitriow, a Ruffian officer of dragoons, 
who, having been wounded in the late a6lion, 
was now returning on a waggon ; but the 
Poles fufFered him and his fmall efcortto 
pafs on without inteirrwption. 

In the beginning of the month of Auguft, 
the famous Kofakowfki, one of the confe- 
derates who had taken refuge in Hungary, 
Arrived in Li'tKuania, and, by his extraordi- 
nary talents iand exertions, threw the ducHy 
into a flame. He had coUefted a large body 
of recruits, and had excited the regular 
troops to revolt and join the confederar 
tion, 

.' The Count Orginlki,^ grand marflial of 
Lithuania, came from Warfaw, in ordei to 
take the command. At the fame tim? Ko- 
fakowfki publifhed manifeflos, admirably cal^ 
5 . culated 
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culated to influence the people to whom they 
were addrefledj and, though he conferred the 
title of marfhal on others, according to his 
good pleafure, he appeared to confider him- 
felf in thefe papers as nothing more than l 
common citizen of Litliuania. He clothed 
the troops, which he had juft raifed, in a 
black uniform. 

The Colonels Turing and Drewiz were 
detached againft this new confederation in 
Lithuania with upwards of two thoufand 
men, and a fufficient artillery equipment. 
A Ruffian corps had alfo arrived, under the 
command of General Kafchkin, which was 
appointed to cover the frontiers of Lithua- 
nia. The Peterfburg legion was alio can- . 
toned, by battalions, in that dutchy. One 
of them, however, commanded by Colonel 
Abutchef, was furprifed by the army of Li- 
thuania; and, after a very brave defence, 
was obliged to furrender. This battalion 
confiiled of five hundred men, with fifteen 

F 3 officers 
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officers, and two pieces of cannon. The 
Count Ogynfki received the officers at his 
own table, permitted them to retain their 
fwords, and indulged them to be on their 
parole. 

The lofs of this battalion foon reached 
General Suworow, at Lublin j and he im- 
mediately began his march with two com- 
panies of grenadiers, an equal number of 
f ufileers, a fquadron of carabineers, and fifty 
Coffacs. With this fmall body ^of troops, 
and with only two Licomes, he proceeded -by 
Kozk to Biala, in Lithuania. He there re- 
inforced bimfelf with the legion of Peterf- 
burg, commanded by Colonel Gaenier, one 
fquadron of cuiraffiers, and another of dra- 
goons, with two grenadier andfufileer com- 
panies, and fifty Coffacs s the whole of which 
did not exceed a thoufand men. With this 
force, he immediately proceeded to penetrate 
into the heart of Lithuania. 

Towards 
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Towards the clofe of the third day, he re- 
ceived accounts that the confederates were 
not more than four miles from him, in a 
yery ,advantageous poft before Stalowiz. He 
well knew that he could depend upon his 
troops, who were enured to war, with all the 
fatigue and dangers attendant upon it. In the 
evening, therefore, they began their march, 
without beat of drum, and the infantry formed 
the advanced guard. It was a woody country 
through which they were to pafs; the iky 
was covered with clouds, th^ night uncom- 
monly dark, and, during a great part of it, 
they had no other guide but a light, which 
glimmered from the turret of a convent near 
the town of Stalowiz. When they were 
about half way, the patroles took four hu- 
lans prifoners, who fcrved as guides for the 
remainder of it. 

As it is an open country immediately 
round Stalowiz, General Suworow, when he 
was within half a mile of the place, ranged 
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kis troops in lines. On the firft, was thi 
company c^ grenadiers diftributed on the 
wings ; near it were the companies of the 
Peterfburg legion, and, behind it, was the 
company of the fufileers of Naflebourg : the 
two Licomes were in the centre. The fecond 
line was compofed of three fquadrons of 
cavalry. • The body of referve formed the 
the laft, and confifted of a company of fufi- 
leers of Sufdal, and two platoons of cavalry, 
>yho, with fome Cpflacs, were diftributed in 
the wing5* 

1"he Ruffians proceeded till they found- 
themfelvts by chance on the very back of the 
confederates, who were covered by a marih, 
through which run a dyke, of about two 
hundred yards in length, which they ap- 
proached in clofe ranks, and with the moft 
cautious filence. Backul, with his ' detach- 
menti cut down the advanced fentinels; but 
his corps was, neverthelefs, difcovered by the 
e^nemy, and received with a very briik fire, 

both 
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feoth of artillery and mufquetry* The gfe- 
nadier company of Sufdal, commanded by 
Major Kifelow, was forced to break the ene- 
itly's centre, by falling inftantly upon it -, and, 
though it was in a movement of great dan- 
ger, and accompanied with fome, lofs, it was 
crowned with fuccefs. Three fquadrons rulh- 
ed into the opening that had been made, and 
employed their fabres on all fides with a molt 
deftru6live power* The reft of the infantry 
foon canie up, and the confederates being 
thrown into diforder, which was greatly en- 
creafed by the obfcurity of the night, were 
entirely routed and purfued into the town. 
Annibal ventured to conduft the Licornes 
acrofs the morals, but they funk in the mire, 
and the Ruffians were left without artillery* 
Captain Schuflel, with the company of Naf- 
febourg, attacked three hundred janilfaries, 
belonging to the grand marfhal, in the 
town : they defended themfelves with great 
^irit from the houfes j but, being re- 
inforced 
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iriforced by a company of grenadieris, he foott 
dilpofed of the greater part of them. 

. General Suworow was in the town as foon 
as it was light, and perceiving a man run- 
uing towards a houfe, whom he imagined to 
be one of his own. people on a fcheme of pil- 
lage, he called him back; when the man 
returned an anfwer In the Polifli language, 
and inftantly difcharged his piece at him, 
but without effefl.* He proved to be one of 
the janiffaries of the grand marfhal. 

In the heat of the attack, the infantry had 
fcattered itfelf over the town, and before it 
could foi'm, Schibulin arrived with the re- 
ferved corps. The Ruffians, therefore, were 
matters of the town. The five hundred 
men, of the legion of Peterfburg, which had 
been made prifoners, a fhort time before, 
were lodged in fome houfes on the market- 
place, whofe doors were barricadoed; but 
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they foon leaped from their windows and re- 
covered their liberty. 

The RafGan cavalry had obtained every 
advantage in the open country; and, as loon 
as it wa3 broad day-light, the infantry march- 
ed out of the town, in good order, and at- 
tacked that of the grand marfhal. This en- 
gagement, which promifed to be decifive, was 
bravely contefted by the hoftile parties : at 
length, the Ruffian fufileers made an at^ 
tack with the bayonet fixed ; the reft of the 
infantry followed their example ; and, after 
a vigorous refiftance, the enemy's whole line 
gave way; but, being very numerous, they 
retreated in good order. 

The Ruffian cavalry contihued to gain 
ground, when General Beliak, at the head of 
a thoufand hulans, made a very vigorous at- 
tack; many a Ruffian foldier was laid lov^ 
by it, and feveral officers wounded • but, at 
length, after a very fevere conteft, Beliak 
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loft the day. On this occafion, the Coffacs 
diftinguilhed themfelves bv a courage and 
activity that nothing could refift. 

The antiy of Lithuania retreated toa fmall 
diftance from the field of battle , and, Su- 
worow, having reformed his lines and re- 
pofed for an hour, made the hecdflary difpo- 
fition to rtiarch to Slomin, about four miles 
from the fcene of his victory. From his nu- 
merous prifoners, and the five hundred men 
of the Peterft)urg legion, who had recovered 
their liberty^ but principally from the great 
number of equipages and waggons, &c. 
which had been taken, the train of Su- 
worow's army formed a line of half a mile 
in length. The booty was very confiderable, 
ind the foldiers divided no fmall quantity of 
gold and filver. The military cheft, which 
had been concealed foj* fome days by the 
curate of the town, was at length difcovered 
in his houfe, and was found to contain thirty 
thoufand ducats. In the e\'^ning, the troops 
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approached Slomin; and, on the morrow, 
the general gave an entertainment to the 
field and other officers of ran|c who were hi? 
prifoners, Cplonel Turing, who was in the 
neighbourhood, came to offer his congratur 
Jations, but brought no reinforcement witlji 
him- 

The whole of the Ruffian force on this 
occafion was from eight to nine hundred 
men; of thefe, fourfcore were left dead oxx 
the field; and, one-half of thofe who furr 
viyed were in a. wounded condition. The 
army of JLithuanijj, which copfifted of near 
five thoufand men, lofl one thoufand by the 
fword, and feveu hundred prifoners, among 
whom were thirty field and other officers of 
rank, and the commanding general of the 
day. AH the artillery of the confederates, 
which confifled of twelve pieces of cannon, 
fell into the hands of the Ruffians, ^ as well 
as feyeral ft^ndards, with the batoon of cpm- 
m^d, aad other Infigpia of the grand 
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marftial. The dragoons of Lithuania, whd 
had iiot time to mount their horfes, loft the 
greater part of them, and they ferved to 
mount the Ru^an infantry on their return. 
General Suworow gave a rouble, from hii 
own private purfe, to every foldier who had 
been engaged in this aftion. 

Soon after this important battle, the em- 
prefs fent him> as conqueror of the grand 
marfhal, the Order of Alexander Newfky, 
accompanied with the following difpatch :— 

To Major-General de Suworow^ 

*^ In recompenfe for the fervices which 
you have rendered to us, as well as to 
your country, by the entire defeat of the 
Count Oginlky, chief of the Lithuanians, 
who have revolted againft our troops, it 
has pleafed us to name you Knight of our 
Order of Alexander Newfky, whofe deco- 
ration we fend you, and which we ordain 

« yott 
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^^ you to t^ke and w^ar. We hope that 
" thefe difHnguifhed teftimonies of our im^ 
" penal benevolence towards you will ferve 
" to cherilh your zeal, and that you will 
*^ confecrate your days to the advancepient 
** of our lervice. In that expeftation, wc 
** affure you of the imperial efteenx of your 
5^ afFeftionate, 

Peterjburg^ " Catherine/' 

December 20y ijji. 

General Suworow was no fooner re- 
turned to Slonlin, than he prepared, with 
the utmoft impatience, to fet out on frefli 
expeditions : leaving therefore his prifoners 
and heavy artillery within the walls of 
the town, he did not wait for returning 
day, but began his march in the middle of 
the night. He accordingly proceeded to 
Pinfk in order to complete the difperfion of 
the confederates; and had to pafs through 
a marfhy country whofe roads were rendered 
almofl impaffable, by tlie rains which had 
9 lately 
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lately fallen. On his way he met an ofRcef 
of the conftderates, who' was charged with 
conveying the ftrong box of his regiment, 
which had been well repleniflied with du- 
cats; and he inftantly gave him a paffport 
for himfelf and the treafure to the place of 
his deftination. 

He now publifhed a declaration to the 
confederates, that if they would remain 
tranquil, he would not attack themj and 
tliey immediately feparated. General Beliak, 
^ho was next in rank to Count Qginlky, 
whom the chagrin, occafioned by the lofs of 
the battle of Stalowiz, had induced to make 
fi journey to Danzigk, rgfufed to take the 
command of the confederate troops. He ex-f 
cufed himfelf on account of his engagement; 
with Suworow to undertake r^o enterprize 
whatever againft the Ruffians j nor woul4 
he have remained till that time in his canton-! 
pients but in obedience to the orders of the 
grand marfhaK Grabowifk;i, who waa ft^-» 
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tioncd neareft to the Rudian frontiers on the 
lide of Smoleniko, and had raifed many 
thouland men, difmiffed his people ; ^ and 
feveral chiefs followed his example. 

There were at JPinfk many perfons who 
belonged to the fuite oi Count Oginfky^ 
whom the marfhal had not taken with him 
to the field ; while fome of his people had fled 
for refuge to the fmall illands iii the neigh- 
bourhood of that plac6. They were all 
treated, by SuwordW's order, with a pro- 
tefting attention ; and he took particular 
care, that the poflellions of the marlhal 
fhouid not receive the leaA injiiiy. tie then 
marched to Brzefcie, where he took fomei 
prifoners whom he left at Biala ; and, on his 
happy return to Lublin, he ordered Te t)eunt 
to be fung, and Celebrated his viftory wim 
the accuftomed ceremonies* 

In the pofthumous worlcs of Frederic tKc 

Great, we read a moft flattering culp^um 
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on the fubjeft of this important viftory, 
which was obtained on the nth of Sep- 
tember, 1 77 1. In fpeakiiig of the battle of 
Stalowiz, his Pruffian majefly counfels the 
Poles never to hazard^ a fecond time, a con- 
teft with Suworow. 

Towards the end of the year there were 
fpme engagements in the Palatinate of Rava, 
between Sabrowfki, a colonel in the fervice 
of the confederates, who commanded four or 
iiye hundred men, and Major-General Pjince 
G^llitzin, who entirely routed them. When 
Sabrowfki was on the other fide of Pulawa, 
he was furprized by the Captain Archipaffow, 
w^tii the party he commanded : he was very 
ill-treated, and made prifoner with three of- 
ficers and forty men. He had fcarce fur- 
rendered himfelf when a chaffeur, who was 
not obferved, wounded him in the breaft by 
a muiket (hot. He was a very gallant man, 
an(iuniverfally regretted i for he died in a 
few days, notwithftanding every means were 
8 employed 
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. employed by General Suworow to promote 
his cure at Pulawa. As a mark of his efteem 
for the brave colonel, he reftored to their liber* 
ty the three officers who were made prifoners 

, with him. 

Towards the latter end of January, 1772, 
a commiffary belonging to the Ruffian troops 
entreated a fecret audience of the general 5 
when he difcovered to him, that the French 
Field-Marftial Viomenil, who fucceeded 
BrigacUer Dumourier, had propofed a plan 
to take the caftle and city of Cracow by fur- 
prife, which had been approved and adopted 
by the general of the confederates at Biala^ 
To prove the truth of what he had ad-^ 
vancedj he produced a letter from his 
brother, who was attached to theconfcde* 
ration j and he employed every argument in 
his power to diffiiade the general from an ex- * 
pedition he had commenced againft Lithu- 
ania, to oppofe the invafion of the confede- 
rates, which he reprefented as nothing more 
G 2 than 
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than a diverfion to draw his attention from 
Cracow. The general, however, gave not 
the leaft credit to the commiffary's infor- 
mation or opinion j and he afted wrong ; 
for he aflually loft feveral days, which 
were employed in a fruitlefs march to Li- 
thuania. 

He was no fooner returned to Lublin, 
than he inftantly collefled two fquadrons of 
dragoons with fome Coflacs, and two com- 
panies of infantry with field-pieces, and be- 
gan his march for Cracow. Near Koeliz, 
in the palatinate of Sandomcr, he met General 
Count Brariiiki, with four regiments of hu- 
lans, and Lieutenant-General Grabowlki, 
who ferved under him, with the Lithuanian 
regiment of dragoon guards. He imme- 
diately formed a jun6lion ; and, taking with 
him the garrifon of Koeliz, which confifted 
of one fquadron, two companies, and fifty 
Coflacs, they proceeded direftly to Cra- 
cow. 

^ . ^ Lieutenant- 
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Lieutenant-General Bibikow, who had, 
fomc months fince, been appointed to fuc- 
ceed General Weirnam, at Wariaw, had 
cftablifhed at Cracow a large part of the re- 
giment of Sufdal, under the command of 
Colonel Stakelberg. This officer, who 
made, at Colberg, fuch a brave defence, 
had not of late manifefted the fame refo- 
lution. At the entreaty of a lady of 
quality he withdrew a fentinel, who was 
pofted before the common fewer of the 
caftle, becaufe the challenges, &c. which 
were repeated during the night, near the 
lady's houfe, disturbed her flumbers. He 
contented himfelf with keeping up a piquet 
of thirty men and an officer in the caftle, 
where the artillery and regimental carriages 
were depofited. — The reft of the guard was 
compofed of workmen without arms, and 
amounted to about a hundred men. 

The confederates were informed of the 

defencelefs ftate of the caftle and its feeble 

G 3 garrifon: 
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garrifon; they alfo knew that the fentkiel 
had been withdrawn, Accordingly, in th« 
night of the fecond of February, they made 
their approaches to it, in profound filence, 
with two battalions well armed, who were 
followed, at a certain diftance, by five hun^ 
dred cavalry. The infantry wore their wlijtc 
fftirts over their uniforms,, that they might 
not be obferved amidft the fnow; and, creep- 
ing upon their hands and knees, they pene-^^ 
trated the fewer, and by th^t pafTage entered 
the caftle, with Captsdn Viomenil, nephew of 
the general of that name, at their head. The 
imall piquet made all the refiftance in 
their power 5 but the men who compbfed it 
were either c\it down or taken prifbners. 
The cavalry foon followed and entered the 
caftle by a gate whpfe port-cullis the infantiy 
had drawn up^-^-Colonel Stakelberg got to- 
gether, in great hafte, a body of trqops, and 
attacked the/aftle, but was repulfed with 
fome lofs, and th? confederates remained 
jiiftftcrs of it, 

In 
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In the courfe of the following night, Su- 

worow arrived before Cracow, and imme-^ 

diately entered it. At break of day, a heavy 

column of the confederates fallied forth from. 

the caftle into the principal ftreet of the 

town ; it fupported itfelf with great courage^ 

amidft a continual fire of fmall arms j but,- 

after lofmg a great number of men, was 

driven back. Fifty dragoons, led on by an 

officer with great ardour, made an attack 

upon the grand guard, who received them 

with bayonets fixed -, but the greater number 

of them were killed, and after a contefl of 

two hours, they were repulfed with the lofs 

ofa hundred men. 

The fame day Suworow made the circuit 
of Cracow on horfeback, accompanied by 
two Polifh generals. The Polifh. troops, 
commanded by Branizki, preferved their po- 
fition on the other fide of the Viflula, and 
were in poffeffion of a bridge of communi- 
cation, which was well prote6led by a body 
of infantry,

The caftle of Cracow is fituated on an 
eminence, but has neither ramparts or fortifi- 
cations, and is without any defence but a 
thick and very high wall, with a ditch bcw 
neath It is fupported by the walls of 
the town which it commands. Troops 
were ftationed in the upper ftories and gar- 
rets of feveral houfes in the front of the 
caftle, arid cannon were placed in fuch 2^ 
manner as to be difcharged from the win^ 
dows. In the vacant parts of the town, 
entrenchments were thrown up, and parapets 
and redoubts were erefted. General Su-r 
worow then fent for the ancient Com- 
mandant Ocbfchelwiz, as a very experienced 
perfon, with the chaffeurs which he had 
f Ipthed at his own expence, and confided tQ 
to his care the, principal quarter of the city. 
The remaining part of it was entrufted tg 
the vigilance of three field-officers. 

Thys the caftle was completely blockaded. 

The RufHans, without reckoning their hprfe, 
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had about eight hundred infantry; and the 
troops of the confederates in the caftle con- 
lifted of four hundred infantry, and five 
hundred cavahy, 

On'the third day, the commandant of the 
caftle difpatched a French officer to the 
Ruilian general, who ^as charged with the 
following propofitions ; 

I. He offered to give up a hundred pri* 
fbners, who were chiefly workmen of differ- 
ent kinds, and who inhabited the cafUe be- 
fore the blockade J but this propofal was 
not accepted, 

II. He demanded that pcrmiffion might 
be given to the canons who officiated in the 
church, which was the burying-place of the 
Kings of Poland, to retire into the city, 
with their attendants, amounting, in all, to 
eighty perfons. This requeft was alfo re- 
fufed, in order to increafe the diftrefs of the 

garrifon 
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garrifon by fb many ufelefs mouths. But, 
notwithftanding this refufal, the ccclefiaftics 
quitted the caftle, at two different times. 
Thofe who made the firft efcape were only 
fired upon with powder, but the fecond 

party were more ferioufly treated, and fomc 

» 
of them were wounded. No farther at- 
tempts, therefore, were made of a funilar 
nature. 

III. The officer alio demanded certain 
medicines ; which were immediately granted. 

The caftle was furniihed with a plentiful 
magazine of provifions. There was a fiif- 
ficiency of hay and com, as well as of wine» 
brandy, fait, oil, and roots. It poffeffed alfo 
afpringof excellent water; but there was 
a dearth of meat. 

The befiegers themfelves were, in fome 
degree, blockaded in the town, by the nu- 
merous bodies of confederates who occupied 

the 
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;thc country, and againft whom parties were 
continually employed. The general, there- 
fore, had, the precaution to examine intp 
the ftate of their provifioris and forage^ and 
he found that they had an adequate fupply 
f)f both- 
Soon after the (ally, which has been al- 
ready mentioned, the befieged attempted a 
fecond, with four or five hundred men, who 
were condu61:ed by a French officer; but 
were repulfed with the lofs of fifty of their 
people, 

Bakalowitz, the king's engineer, a man of 
confummate experience, began to form a 
mine, at a hundred paces from the caflle, in 
very flony ground. Count Branizki pro- 
vided him, for the purpofe of opening the 
iirfl gallery, fifty excellent labourers, from 
the falt-pits of Willitfcha; and, in a fhort 
time, a fecond was begun, to the left of the 

^former, 
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General Suworow, by the advice of Count 
Branizki, had polled the beft company of the 
regiment of Sufdal in a building, in the 
immediate vicinity of the caftle. At noon 
the general had retired to take a fhort repofc, 
when he \s^as foon diihirbed by a great and tu- 
multuous noife> he, therefore, rofe in an 
inftant, mounted hisr horfe, and haftened to 
difcover the caufe. It was this company, 
whofe captain having been feized with a panic, 
were flying in great diforder, and were pur- 
fued by the enemy with great flaughter. 
The general exerted himfelf to the utmoft to 
flop the run-a-ways, and, having rallied 
them, forced them back with bayonet fixed, 
upon the confederates, who foon retired. 
The Ruffians, on this unfortunate occafion, 
loft thirty men. 

In cafe it fhould have been found ne- 
ceflary to raife the fiege; all the captains 
were made refponfible for the fidelity and 
iafcty of the inhabitants. The fuburbs were 
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ubj€6l to a fimilar regulation; and that 
part of the town which was inhabited by 
the Jews received orders to arm, and mount 
guard. Redoubts were alfo raifed upon the 
high-roads. 

General Branizki recommended an affault, 
and his project was adopted. On the third 
of March, at two hours after midnight, the 
artillery, which were levelled from fome very 
folid edifices, near the cafVie, began a dif- 
charge of fmall ftiot, accompanied by a brilk 
fire of mufquetry, which the confederates 
returned with equal fpirit. The columns 
advanced, and various attempts were made, 
but without efFeft. In fhort, the aflault 
failed, and, at breiak of day, the fignal was 
given for a retreat. The Ruffians loft, in this 
unfuccefsful bufinefs, a lieutenant-colonel, 
feveral officers, and forty foldiers; arid the 
wounded were not lefs than a hundred. 
The lofs fuftained by the confederates, ac- 
cording to the information of deferters, was 

equally 
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equally great : and many of their offi<;ert 
were feverely wounded. 

In the afternoon of the fame day, the 
commandant of the caftle requefted General 
Branizki to receive, into the town, a cap- 
tain of dragoons, who was dangeroufly 
wounded, and whofe father was' a per/on in 
high eftimation with the King' of France. 
This permiffion was granted, and the officer 
received with every mark of tendemefs 
and attention. He was a young man of 
about eighteen years of age, with a wound 
that threatened the moft fatal confequencesj 
but he was treated with fo much care and 
fkill, that he was cured by the end of the 
fiege; when he returned to France, and to 
his father. 

The caftle of Tyniz, about a mile from 
Cracow, of which tlie confederates had pof* 
feffed themfelves, was furrounded with re* 
doubts, where they had a great part of their 

people. 
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people. The Count Braiiizki was ordered 
to march againft them with his hulans, and 
a party of Ruffian cavalry, which he did 
with confiderable efFeft, 

The Ruffian troops began to want both 
powder and ball, and the lieutenant of ar- 
tillery, Haaks, had conftru6led a powder-mill 
in the fuburb; but this refource was not 
fufficient for the requifite fupplies, Lieute- 
nant-Colonel Nagel was accordingly fent to 
Kofel, with a fmall party, in order to' pur- 
chafe ammunition) and though the confede- 
rate parties were fcattered thi'ough the coun- 
try, he avoided them with great addrefs, and 
brought back a confiderable quantity of the 
neceflary ftores. 

In the courfe of the month of March, 
Lieutenant-colonel Michelfon,who command- 
ed a detachment behind Tyniz, was furprized 
by a party from the garrifoij of that place. 
But his refolutiori was equal to his danger, 

■ he 
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he completely repulfed the enemy, who wCrB 
fuperior to him in number^ and brought a 
hundred prifoners with him to Cracow. 

Towards the dole of^ the fame mionth, 
the general detached Michelfon, with a flxong 
body of troops, to Ofwrezin, where the 
archives of the confederates were depofited. 
During the night, he contrived to get into 
the midft of the garrifon, killed a con- 
fiderable part of it, and difperfed the reft. 
But he did not content himfelf with getting 
poffeflion of the archives, he purfued his 
advantages as far as Biala, upon the frontiers 
of Silefia^ and having driven from that place 
the pretended general confederation, who 
repaffed the frontiers?, with great preci- 
pitation, he happily returned in fafety to 
Cracow. 

Some time afterwards, a confiderable nuftv- 
ber of huffars, and confederate cavaliy, apr 
peared behind Tyniz, and on the near fide 

of 
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6f the Viftula. They were the remains of 
the black Lithuanian troops, which had been 
colle6led byKofakowfki; and had made great 
ipeed, in order to raife the fiege of the' 
caftle of Cracow. The Couiit Branizki fent 
againfl: them a large party of his hulans ? 
Lieutenant-Colonel Lang was alfo ported at 
Schwerzanzy, between Tynez and Cracow, 
but, with no more than two fquadrons, of 
which his whole force conlifted^ he was not 
in a condition to refift the confederateSj 
with a body of, at leaft, a thoufand men. 
The hulans, alfb, could do nothing, but play 
off a few manoeuvres, of little or no efFeft. 
General Suworow, therefore, determined to 
inarch againfl: thefe confederate troops in 
perfon. He took with him two fquadrons, and 
fome Coflacs, and ordered an equal number to 
follow him. Me found the hulans and Lang's 
fquadrons manceuvring a retreat. That offi- 
cer had been forced to give way, and the black 
troops were preffing upon him with redoub- 
led fl:eps. The general pbfervedi that the ob^ 
Ypu If H je6l, 
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jcft of the enemy was not to fight, but to 
get to Cracow ; and he refolved to prevent 
them. He accordingly ordered his cavahy 
and Coffacs to chai-ge, Lang's fquadrons 
and the hulans followed, and they had 
broken through the enemy, before the other 
troops were arrived. Lieutenant-Colonel 
Lang received orders to cut off the retreat of 
the confederates j and he at length prefled 
them fo clofe, that a great part of them were 
driven into the Viftula, and perifhed. 

In this engagement Suworow had a very 
narrow efcape. In the heat of the aftion, a 
confederate officer ruflied upon him, and, 
having difcharged both his piftols, made a 
blow at him with his fabre, which the gene- 
ral parried with his own. At this moment a 
cuiraffier arrived, and ftruck the officer from 
his horfc* 

Thus the remainder of the Lithxianian con- 
federates were difperfed. A hundred men 
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wei'e left on the fiejd pf battle* three httodred^ 
were drowned in the river, fifty were made 
prisoners, and the reft difspp^ared, and w^rft 
never heard of more. 

In the beginning of April, the general re-* 
ceiyed a twelve pounder from Wariaw^ and 
^s he had already two licornes, which carried, 
eight poimders, four three pounders, and 
eight mortars. Lieutenant Haaks ere£|bed a 
battery on one of the ftrongeft edifices in the 
front of the principal gate of the caftle, 
without being obferved by the garrifon. fje 
^lip added a mortar, capable of throwing a 
ball of a hundred weight; and, as foon as the 
battery was completed, it began to play 
i}pon the caftle* The apartments were fre- 
quently feen in flames, as well as a magazine 
of hay, but they were as often extinguifhed> 
A bomb fell on the houfe of the cpmrnandaHt 
whjich made great havock y the wall on the 
l)4e of the gate began to totter, and a breach 
was formed in the church, which was fup- 
H i ported 
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ported by the wall of the cafUc. The two 
galleries of the mine were completed, and it 
only remained to charge them. 

The garrifon of the caftle were not only 
without flints, which had been confumed in 
their various failles, but were reduced to the 
diet of horfe flefh. This circumftance was 
known from ccrtdn diipatches, delivered up 
by an officer who had been taken priibner, 
as he was carrying an account of the wretch- 
ed ftate of the garrifon, both as to provifions 
and health, from the commandant to Gene- 
ral Viomenil, and requefting immediate re» 
Hcf, 

The count availed himfelf of this intelli^ 
gcnce, and, on the next day, fent Captain 
Weimam, of the cavalry, to the caftle, with 
a definitive declaration to the French officers, 
that every preparation was made for an af- 
fault, and if the garrifon did not furrender, 
it wpuld be put to the fword. 
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On the eighth of April, wheti the night 
was ah*eady far advanced, the French Briga* 
dier Galibert prefented himfelf before the 
entrenchments, and demanded fafe condu6t 
to the general: he was accordingly intro- 
•duced with the ufual ceremonies. Suwo- 
row gave him a very civil reception ; and, af- 
ter a (hort converfation, diftated to him the 
principal articles of the capitulation, which 
contained more advantageous conditions thai^ 
the French brigadier had ventured to pro- 
pofe 5— who was now recondtifted, under a 
proper efcort and every becoming attention! 
to the caftle. 

On the following day, the fame officer re- 
newed his vifit at ten in the morning j and, 
after he had been ferved with breakfaft, be- 
gan to ftart difficulties refpefting certain ar^ 
tides of the capitulation. Tins conduft de- 
termined the general to grant lefs than he 
had originally propofed, and to afTure him, 
at his departure, that, if he returned without 
H 3 having 
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having accepted the articles as they aftually 
were/ other and lefs favourable conditions 
would be propofed and fupported. That 
very night, however. Brigadier Galibert re- 
turned once more, to accept, in the name of 
the garrifon, all the conditions that had been 
offered tcJ it 

The principal articles of capitulation were 
is follows : 

I. The garrifon ftiall deliver up thdranns 
within the walls of the caftle, arid leave it in 
diilinft platoons of a hundred men. 

IL The lives and property of the garrifon 
ShdkH be ^rotefted* 

lit. The French troops, who form a part 

of the garrifon, fhall furrendfer themfelves 

^ly as priibners, but not as prisoners of 

war, becaufe, there beiiig rio war between 

- ^ the 
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the powers of Ruflia and France, no cx^ 
change of prifoners can take place; 

IV. The French troops, which are under 
the command of General Viomenil, fliall b6 
transferred to Lemberg, thofe of Dumourier 
to Biala, in Lithuania, and thofe of the Po- 
lifh confederates to'Smolenfko. 

V. All the regalia of the crown, and other 
efFefts in the cafUe, fhall be reftored to the 
commifTaries of his Polifh majefty. 

On the following morning, the king's com- 
mifTaries entered the caftle, and found the 
jewels of the crown properly difpofed in a 
cabinet, which had been enclofed in a wall, 
during the liege ; and the other effefls were 
in good condition. 

It was now holy week, and the garrifon 
marched out of the caftle on the 1 5th of April, 
which was Eafter-day, according to the terms 

H 4 of 
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(rf the capitulation. The two brigadiers,! 
Galibert and Choifi, as well as fome other 
French officers, had the crofs of St. Louis i 
and when Monfieur de Choifi prefented his 
(word to Suworow, he put it afide. " I canr 
*' not," faid he, " receive the fword of a gal- 
" lant man, in the fervice of a king, who 
** IS the ally of my own Sovereign/' and 
tliey immediately embraced. 

The, principal officers were not only treat- 
ed with kindnefs, but entertained with mag- 
nificence previous to their departure. The 
Count Branizki invited them to dine with 
Kim, ind gave them a fumptuous entertain- 
ment. Major Sanfow ZafTeki was charged 
.alfb to do the hoftours of a dinner to the 

' other oficers, in a palace prepared for their 
jreception. The general quitted table to make 

*the necelTary difpofitions for the conveyance 
of all his prjfoners to Lublin. A coach was 
procured for the two brigadiers, and other 

' carriages were appointed for the refl of the 

officers. 
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toffictrs. The cavalry received fuch of thdaJ 

horles as remained, and farmers waggons 

were collected for the other prifoners. The 

general ordered the major on duty to take 

care that eveiy poflible attention fhould be 

paid to them on their route. They were 

efcorted by four companies of infantry, and 

two field-pieces, two fquadrons of cavalry, 

and fifty Coffacs, commanded by Colonel 

Idagien ; and the march was covered by a 

refen^ed detachment of almoft equal force, 

commanded by Lieutenant-Colonel Michel- 

fpn, to whom he gave the principal charge* 

The prifoners were about a thoufand, a 
third of whom were cavalry, with near fifty 
officers of ranki The lofs of the Ruffians, 
during the fiege, was two hundred killed, 
and about four hundred wounded. 

Their progrefs was not interrupted : not 
one of the different parties of confederates, 
who infefted the country, had the courage 
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to attack the efcort ; fo that the whole ar- 
rived fafe at Ltiblin ; from whence the pri- 
foners were fent off to their' relpeftive defti- 
nations. ^ 

Suworow was impatient to continue his 
operations ; and without waiting for the re- 
turn of the efcort to Cracow, though he had 
but a finall body of troops, detached the 
principal part of them againft Zator, a finall 
fortified town, about fix miles from Cracow, 
on the banks of the Viftula. They furprized 
the garrifon, and, without effufion of blood, 
brought away the commandant, with his of- 
ficers, and two hundred prifoners. fiut, be- 
fore they quitted the place, they blew up the 
works, which were defended only by twelve 
ufelefs pieces of artillery. 

A fmall corps of obfervation ferved to 
overawe the towns of Tyniz and Landlkron 
till the detachment, which has been already 
mentioned, returned from Lublin ; but it 

was 
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Was no fooner arrived, and he had received a 
liipply of cannon and amtnunition from 
Rofel, than the general proceeded to inveft 
Tyniz in form. In the mean time, the 
troops of the emperor arrived in this canton, 
and miade themfelves matters of Landfkron, 
Suworo* therefore abandoned Tyni? to them, 
and, having mthdrawn his artillery, re- 
turned to Cracow, 

Several of the confederate chiefs at length 
fubmittcd, and abandoned their party. Co- 
lonel Mofchinfki, of Sandomif, prefented 
himfelf on parole to Suworow, gave in his re-^ 
fignation, and difmiffcd all thofe who were 
under his command. Marlhal Mafowizki did 
the fame, by deputation. The famous Ma- 
jbr-General Schutz came in perfon with the 
remains of his fine troops of Radzewill, 
forming at this time a body of a thoufand 
men, the principal part of whofe officers 
Were foreigners, and had ferved in different 
armies. He capitulated on very advantage- 

: ous 
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Otis conditions^ and the general treated hint 
as his friend. His people were all difbanded, 
with a fatisfadlory gratificationt 

The Pruflians had alio marched againil 
the confederates^ and the three allied powers 
completed their defign of pofleffing them^ 
felves of certain provinces of Poland. . 

Tranquillity being reftored in Poland, the 
Ruflian troops were ' withdrawn from that 
kingdom, except a few regiments, who 
were ordered to join the army, commanded 
by Count Romanzow, againft the Turks. A 
ftiort time before, the Lieutenant-Generals 
Romanus and Elmpt arrived in Poland, with 
a body of troops in a complete ftate of 
equipment. The firft paffed by Lithuania, 
on the fide of Lublin, and the latter remain^ 
cd there. 

Thus ended the campaigns againft Ae 
Confederates in Poland, where General Suwo* 

row 
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row ierved during four years without inter- 
ruption. Independent of the numerous, in-^ 
ferior aftions and multiplied fkirmifhes, in 
which his courage was always difplayed, and 
hi8 military capacity never failed to appear ; 
h^ wa3 covered with glory by the viftory of 
Stalowiz, and the capture of Cracow ; which 
gave the promife of that brilli^mt career that 
he has fine? mn, 

In the month of September, he was attach'* 
ed to the corps of General Elmpt, which, on 
account of the aftual fituation of Sweden, 
was ordered to Finland, by the way of Pe* 
terlburg. In the courfe of the autumn it 
, took its departure, and by ordinary marches, 
arrived in the winter at Petcrfburg. Thg 
regiments deftined for Finland traverfed tli§ 
city in great parade ; but General Suv/grpw 
jrgmjiined wjth his diyifion in thg capital, 

Jn February, 1773, he was employed pn 
the duty pf infpefting the frontiers of Fin* 
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land. He todk his route by Wybourg, Kei^ 
holm, and Neufchott, towards the frontiers 
of Sweden, where he was detennined to re- 
main unknown. He found all claflibs of 
people, the clergy, the nobility, the burghers^ 
and the whole militia of the country preju- 
diced againft the new conftitudon. He re^ 
duced all he heard and faw to writing ^ and, 
on his return to Peterfburg, made the nec^- 
fary communications. 

Towards the fpring, the congre/s of the 
Turks, at Soczan, feparated; the truce was 
at an end, — and it appeared as if war would 
be rekindled. General Suworow now re- 
ceived orders to join the army in Moldavia, 
where he ferved under the Field-Marlhal 
Romanzow. 
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CHAP. JII. . 

THE FIRST WAR AGAINST THE TURKS, ITN-^ 
DER FIELD-MARSHAL ROMANZOW, IN THE 
YEARS 1773 AND 1774. r 

General Suworow, in the beginning 
of May, 1773, arrived at Jaffy, and present- 
ed himfelf toFi«ld-Marfhal Roman zow, who 
had then fixed his head- quarters at. that 
place, the capital of Moldavia. On the 
third day after his arrival, he proceeded to 
join the corps of Walachia, to which he was 
attached : it was commanded by Lieutenant- 
General Count Soltikow, and was encamped 
before Tchurfchebo. He rcconnoitered the 
furrounding country, and went the follow- 
ing day to the convent of Nigojefchti, where 
he received his detachment. ^ It confifted of 
regiments of carabineers and Aftracan in- 

, fantry. 
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ikntry, with four ficld-piccet, and about 
a hundred Cofiacs of the Don, under their 
brave officer Seminkin. There were alfo 
feventeen boats provided, for the fervice of 
tiie detachments 

Nigojcfchti is fituate at the diftance of a 
mile and a half from the Danube : Turtu- 
kay is upon the right bank of that river j 
and to the right of the Convent runs the 
Arbifch, which flows into it. Near its mouth 
fbme heavy pieces of artillery had been Ic-^ 
veiled on the oppofite bank, which not only 
defended the river, but commanded a part 
of the country on the other fide of it^ and 
had often compelled the Rudians tQ re«* 
tire. 

At this place, the Danube is upwards of 
R mile in breadth, with very fteep banks ; 
tieverthelefs, General Suworow detem^ined t0 
arm all his boats* each of which was capa- 
ble of containing fiom tv^enty to thirty 
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men, and attempt a defcent on the rlg^t fitfe 
of the rtver. With this* view he ordered 
foldiers to be employed as rowers, and mada 
them pra^ife under the dif eftion of Lieute- 
nant Palkin. It was alfo necefTary that the 
boats fhould be tf anfported upon carts drawn 
by oxen, and without being perceived, to 
the diftaftce of a mile down the river; where 
there was a commodious place for embark- 
ing the troops* 

Every thing being in feadinefs^ the de* 
tachment, confifting of four companies of 
infantry, a regiment of carabineers, and sr 
hundred Coflacs, began its march in the 
darkeft'part of the night. The armed boats 
defcended the Artifch, and the carriages pro- 
ceeded along the fide of the bank in a 
hollow way, which was covered by thickets. 

When the whole party and their equipage 
Was arrived at the place appointed, the ge- 
neral determined to remain there till the fol- 

VOL. I. I lowing 
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lowing night. He accordingly wrapped hi* 
cloak round him, and lay down, at a fmall 
diftance from the river, to get a little repofe; 
but, juft before day-break, he unexpeftedly 
heard the cry of Allah ! very near the fpot 
where he was. He inftantly arofe, and per- 
ceiving a body of Spahis, or Turkifli horfe, 
coining towards him with uplifted fabres, 
he had only time to leap on his horfe, and 
to gallop ofFwith all poflible Ipeed. 

Seminfld inftantly led on the Coflacs to . 
attack them ; but with all his bravery he 
could not withftand their onfet, and was 
obliged to retire. They then menaced the 
regiment of carabineers, when the general 
ordered two fquadrons to fall on them (word 
in hand ; and they„ in their turn, were now 
compelled to give way, and were purfued to 
the banks of the Danube ; when, throwing 
themfelves into their l^rge boats, they hafti- 
ly efcaped. The Ruffian infantry was at 
fome diftance, and had no fliare in this en- 
gagement. 
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gagement. The Turks, who had upwards 
of four hundred men, left four fcore on the 
field, and a few prifoners, among whom 
was their Bim-bacha, an aged and venera- 
ble man. 

This was the firft acquaintance that Su* 
worow made with the Turks, to whom the 
very name of this warrior is fince become fo 
formidable. The advantage, which he ob- 
tained in this aftion, feems to have been a 
prelude to the numerous victories he has 
lince obtained over the Ottoman arms* 

The Ruffians having been difcovered, the 
general, extended his obfervations on the 
environs, and changed his plan. He ordered 
the carriages to return, and, the following 
night, embarked his infantry on the Artifch, 
in order to proceed to its conflux with the 
Danube. A hundred light carabineers, with 
their colonel, and the Coflacs, fwam down 
the fbream after them ; a fervice of no final! 
I 2 rifk J 
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rifle J but was attended, on this occafion, 
with the lofs only of a few men and horfes. 

A defcent was now made on the right 
bank of the Danube, under a very fcvcrc 
fire of Turkifh artillery ; and Major Reh- 
beck was immediately ordered to get poffef- 
fion <rf a redoubt on the right, which covers 
ed the Turkifh flotilla. Lieutenant Mauri- 
now, who had formed his company in a 
hollow fquare, received orders to make him- 
felf matter of a fimilar redoubt on the left. 
The centre, commanded by Colonel Batturin, 
came at once upon an empty redoubt, and^ 
advancing onwards, enclofed an entrench- 
ment : a heavy piece of artillery, which had 
been fixed in the road, on being difcharged 
burft hi feveral pieces, wounded a confider- 
able number, and, among the reft, the ge- 
neral himfelf received a very fevere blow on 
his right leg. Nor was this all, for a ja- 
niflary aimed a ftroke at his breaft, which 
te foffeuiiately parried, and was not repeat- 
ed, 
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fed, 2Cs the Tarks were immediately drivea 
from the entrenchment, and left it ta the 
poiTeflion of the Ruffians. 

It was now an olgcd of importance to 
gain a height, which was at a finall dif*- 
tancc,? cpmnianded all the country, and had 
not been fortified by the Turks. The Ruf*- 
fians hurried thither, and, when they were 
arrived, the general commanded a halt. 

The cavalry and the Coffacs ptirfued the 
Turks, as well as the duflc of the evening 
would allow them. Rehbeck had the good 
fortune to feize the flotilla i and Maurinow, 
after having taken a redoubt, made himfelf 
mailer of Turtukay. 

As it was not permitted to any one to pil- 
lage on his own account, Suworow had 
made a regulation, that, where pillage was 
allowed by the laws of war, four perfons 
fhould be appointed to that fervice from 

I 3 every 
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every battalion, and that the whole fliould 
partake of the booty. 

He remained about an hour upon the 
hill, where he ordered the watchword, and 
other military fignals, to be continually re- 
peated. The day, at length, began to ap- 
pear. 

Lieutenant -General, aftei-wards Prince 
Potemkin, who was encamped in front of 
Siliftria, had promifed to fend, by his boats, 
two thoufand Coflacs of Saporochi; but 
they did not arrive till feveral hours after the 
combat was cdncluded. 

. On a fignal given, the Ruffian troops re- 
turned to the banks of the river ; and ha- 
ving embarked, took feveral Turkifti boats, 
with fix braf^ cannon, and eight heavy pieces 
of artillery. The latter were funk in the 
Danube, as there was not time to bring them 
away. Turtukay was in flames ; and, about 
9 ten 
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ten o'clock, a large magazine of powder blew 
up, whofe explofion was heard throughout 
the furrounding country. 

Immediately after the vi6lory, General 
Suworow difpatched an account of it to 
Field-Marfhal Romanzdw. The ftyle of the 
relation is truly laconic and original, and 
difplays> in fome degree, the charafter of 
the writer^ The following is a feeble tranf- 
lation of it, 

*' Honour and glory to God ! Glory to 
" you, Ramanzow ! We are in poffeflion of 
" Turtukay, and I am in it, 

" SUWOROW." 

/ As a recompenfe for this vi£lory, the em- 
prefs tranfmitted to him the crofs of the 
order of Saint George, of the fecond clafs, 
with the following letter ;

When 
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Wiien the troops had reached the left bank 
of the Danube, they enjoyed a ihort repofe 
in a fmall valley; and, in the courfe of the 
iiightj returned to their camp, near the 
convent of Nigojefchti. This happened oft 

the tenth pf May. 

t 

' ■ This viftory coft the RufRans fixty men 
lulled, and one hundred and fifty wounded. 
The Turks loft four large, and fix fmal!, 
ftandards. Their troops, which were chiefly 
infantry, amounted to four thoufand men. 
Their fine flotilla, which fell into the power 
of the Ruffians, confifted of fifty boats and 
trading veflels. The foldiers made a con- . 
fiderable booty in eftefts, as well as in gold 
and filver : and, when they afterwards attend- 
ed divine fervice for public thanklgiving, 
they prefented the priefts with roubles and 
pieces of gold. 

A new raifed regiment of Coflacs, con- 
fifting of three hundred and fifty men, na- 
tives 
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fives of Poland, and commanded by Major 
Cafperow, reinforced Suworow's detachment. 
— ^The general now employed himfelf in tlie 
continual exercife of his troops, and in for- 
tifying the convent of Nigojefchti* 

In the month of June, he was attacked 
by a violent fever, which obliged him to 
go to Buchareft for the recovery of his 
healt^i. 

The grand army, commanded by Ficld- 
Marfhal Romanzow, pafled the Danube in 
the month of July, and encamped before 
Siliftria. — At the fame time, General Weif- 
mann pafled the river near Ifmail, beat the 
Turks three times in the courfe of his march, 
and efFefted a junflion with the main army. 

The Turks received a reinforcement be- 
fore Turtukay, and fortified themfelves in a 
more ikilful manner than they had hitherto 
done. General Suworow, though he was 

by 
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by no means re-eftablifhed in his health, fet 
off to join his detachment, which, during 
his abfence, had received no great addition to 
its nranbers. The battalion of Nifbw, con- 
lifting of two hundred men, with the regi- 
ment of Coflacs of the Don, commanded 
by Colonel Leonow> and two hundred Ar- 
nauts compofed the whole of his late rein- 
forcements, — He armed the regiment of ca- 
rabineers with mufkets from Bucl;iareft, and 
had them infti\i6led in the manual difcipline 
of the infantry. Major Count Mellin had 
under his orders at Buchareft three hundred 
recruits, whom he was employed in forming 
to every duty and exertion of the foldier's 
life. Mellin came afterwards to Nigojefchti; 
the general followed him s and, in a fhort 
time, proceeded on a fecond expedition. 

He ordered his flotilla to proceed empty 
down the Artifch, and to come to off the left 
bank of the Danube. He left two hundred 
men in garrifon at Nigojefchti to keep clear 

the 
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the right bank of that river : at the fame 
tiniie^.he erei^ed a battery of fix cannon on 
the left bank> and emruftcd its defence td 
Colonel Norow» with two companies, tw^ 
iqiradmns, and a new raifed regiment of 
Cofiacs^ that the Turks might not furprizt 
or .ttirn it. The detachment, deftincd for 
€mbark:aticHi> eonfifted of from iixtecn tm 
eighteen hundred men^ 

They began thdr march in the i&rlj part 
trf the night ; it was at firft very cloudy and 
obfcurCj but the moon appecired as they ap 
preached the bank, which rendered it neceP 
fary tot them to retire to a hiding-place, 
that they might not be perceived from thd 
6ppofite fide of the river. — ^The moon, how- 
ever, foon retired, when the march was re- 
newed, and at midnight they arrived at the 
place where they were to embarks 

The flotilla was diflributed into three di- 
vifions, under the Colonels Baturin, Mellin^ 

and 
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wid Mcfcherfki, who commanded tlic in- 
fantry ; while the fquadrons of horfc and 
the Coffacs of the Don fwam acrofs the 
riven * 

Though it wa^ very tcmpeftuous, Baturin 
cffefted a defcent on the right bank, and 
drove the Turks from an entrenchment of 
which he had received information. He im- 
mediately gave the fignal of his fuccefs, and 
halted there, inftead of pufhing forwards to 
attack another which was of ftill greater im- 
portance. — ^The general was ftill on the left 
bank to fuperintend the embarkation. — As 
he fufpefted that all was not right on' the 
oppofite fide of the river, and that there was 
no time to lofe in taking advantage of the 
night, he at once refolved to embark with the 
fecond divifion, which the force of the cur- 
rent carried a quarter of a mile too low- — 
Suworow was ftill in {o languid a flatc 
that he could not walk without the fupport 
9f two mea ; and his voice was fo weak that 

it 
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it was abfolutely neceflary for an officer to 

be always by his fide to repeat his com* 
mands* / 

He now returned up the river under its 
right bank, and difembarked his people 
near the town of Turtukay, which he had 
lately burned, though there ftill remained a 
confiderable number of houfes -, and he was 
obliged to pafs through a part of its ruins. — 
At the dawn of day feveral bodies of armed 
Turks appeared, whom he did not think 
proper to attgick, as his principal objeft was 
to efFeft a* junflion with the battalion of 
Niffow, under Colonel Baturin, which he 
happily efFefted ; and, without reproaching 
that officer for his late error, he immediately 
difpatched Major Rehbock, with three com- 
panies, to attack the important entrench- 
ment, which Baturm had neglefted, and the 
troops followed. The Arnautes had been 
already detached with orders to get unper- 
ceived behind the Turkifli can:p, and b/ 

their 
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tiieir outcries and manoeuvres to fill it with 
alarm and confufiou. 

Rehbock took poffeflion of the entrench- 
ment, and the whole body of infantry foon 
eftabliftied themfelves in it. It was lituate 
on the very height which has been men- 
tioned in the detail of the former battle 
At day light it was found to be on an 
eminence that commanded the whole coun- 
try. The entrencliment, indeed, was not 
completed : the parapet was not fufficiently 
elevated, the ditch had not tlie necellaiy 
depth, and the entrance was not fortified. — 
The area, however, was fo extenfive, that 
the whole body of infantry, with the foot 
carabineers, could difplay themfelves at large 
in it, — ^No Turks were vifible in the other 
entrenchments. 

A party of Carabineers having fet out on 
a pillaging party without orders, the Turks 
fell upon, and purfued tliem ; and, before 

they 
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they could recover themfelves, the whole 
Turkifh army, confifting of feven thouiand 
men, » quitted their camp, and proceeded to 
attack the entrenchment.— It Was about fix 
in the morning. 

The Turkifli infantry pofted themfelves 
behind the hedges, where they did confiderablc 
mifchief : and the cavalry rufhed on towards 
the entrenchment. As the parapet was low> 
the Ruffians were under the neceffity of 
firing on their knees* — They had indeed 
taken fome cannon, but as there were no 
cirtillery men with them, they were, for tlie 
prefent, altogether ufelefs* 

In the mean time, the Ruffian rear guard 
advanced, with one field-piece, which the 
current of the river had driven to a confide- 
rablc diftance from the place where they had 
been ordered to difembark. This fingle 
cannon proved to be of great fervice, as 
the Turks were without artillery : but the 
8 principal 
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principal itiifchief was produced by the bat- 
'tery on IHe left bank of the Danube, Though 
the Turks had been continually repulfed in 
Ibeir attacks on the ehtrenchmehls, they re- 
turned as often with renewed impctuofity. 

"Irhe action had now lafled two hours, 
when the Turkifh horfe reaffembled irr great 
numbers, and attacked with the fierceft ardor 
the unfortified entrance of the parapet. The 
Bacha, who commanded them, appeared in 
ricli array at their head ; but, as they ap- 
proached, he received k fho't in his breaft, 
which a ferjeant of chafleurs had difcharged 
at him, arid, with a loud fcream, fell from 
his liorfe. His people inftanlly furroUhdcd 
him, when a body of fifty CoiLcs broke 
througli the 'midft of them, ind though the 
iTurks exerted the mbft confiammate braveiy 
to fave their chief, a Cdflac completed his 
fate oy the ftroke of ^ lance*

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Thus died Sary Mcchmcd Bacha, the fecond 
in command of the famous Ali Bey, of Egypt, 
whom he afterwards betrayed; a man alike 
diftinguilhed for lis courage, hisftrength, and 
his beauty. His people, though they were 
confounded, did not difperfe, but continued 
the combat during an hour ; and, though 
compelled to retreat, difdained to fly. 

At length, in order at once to terminate 
the conteft. General Suworow, commanded 
Captain Bratzow to fally from the entrench- 
ment, with a column of two companies of 
grenadiers, fix men in front, and to fall upon 
the Turks ; but that brave officer met with 
a powerful refiflance, fuftained confiderablc 
lofs, and was himfelf mortally wounded: 
notwithftanding fuch a difcouraging circum- 
ftance, the column puflied cmwards and 
the Turks were repulfed. At this moment, 
the whole force of the entrenchment came 
forwards, when the Turkifh army was com- 
9 pletely 
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pletely routed, and the Ruffian cavalry were 
ordered to purfue them% 

Suworow now mounted his horfe, and 
proceeding to an elevated fpot, took a view 
of the camp . from whence the Turks had 
ifTued to attack the entrenchment, and where 
it appeared that they had left but a few fcat-^ 
tcred troops to protect it. He therefore or- 
dered a body of infantry to haften thither 
with all fpeed, and poifefs themfelves of the 
artillery, while he followed with the reft of 
his forces^ He formed them into three fides 
of a fquare, and covered the wings with hi« 
cavalry, in order to receive the Turks widi 
advantage, if they ihould be induced to at- 
tack him; but they continued their retreat 
and left their camp to the conquerors. On 
this occafion the Ruffian foldiers divided a 
very rich booty. 

Four-and-*wenty large vefiels, called 
fchaicks, were alfo jfeized by t^ Ruffians; 

K 2 thy 
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they were fecured in fliallow water, arid^ 
accef^ to them defended by palifades. It em- 
ployed feveral hours, and required no com- 
mon exertions to diiengage them. As the 
general confidered this poft of little confe- 
quencc, he gave orders for an immediate re- 
turn. The Ruffian infantry accordingly em- 
barked dn their flotilla j ^yhile the cavalry 
went on board the fchaicks, with the artil- 
lery which had been captured, and the whole 
force proceeded to that part of the left bank 
of the river, where the battery, commanded 
by Colonel Norow, had been erefled. — There 
tiiey fixed their camp. 

In this aftion, which took place on tlie 
. 27th of July, the Turks loft a thoufand men, 
and eighteen brafs cannon, which had never 
been employed. 

The remains of Sary Meehmed Bacha were 
intentd on the right bank, witK all the ho- 
nours 
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noitf s due to his h^gh rank and military qua* 

Uties. 

« •- < 

The news of this yi6tory was carried by^ 
Major Rehbpck to Field-Marfhal Romanzow,^ 
who received it with the greater pleafure^ as, 
on the fame day, an inefFeftual attempt had 
been made upon Siliftria. 

On the following day, the general em- 
ba^rked a larg§ part of his force, andafcended 
the Danube. He left none of his troops 
behind, but the cavalry, find a detachmenl 
of infantry at the convent, which he had aU 
/ i^dy fortified. The weather was very fa- 
vourable when they embarked; but, towards 
tlie evening, a ftorm arqfe, which .£b CQiu- 
plctcly difperfed tl>e flotilla, that the boat, in 
which the general h^id tal^e^ his palpige^^ with 
CTeat dijfficulty, gaine4 the right bank of the, 
river. In the middle of the night the tem^ 
peftuous weat^cj: fubfide^. and, in the mora- 
iiijg, the flotilla was reunited, with very in- 

K 3 con-. 
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confidcrablc lofs. — ^Hcre General Suworow 
had a conference with Count Soltikow, whofe 
corps lay before Schurfch, on the fubjeft of 
an enterprizc on Rufcheluck; but the pro^ 
jcft was defered on account of the unfuc- 
cefsful attempt on Siliftria, the intelligence 
of which, had now rcaghcd them, The §e-^ 
neral, therefore, returned to his former poft, 
^d the flotilla entered into the Artifch. 

In a ihort time after, there was a frelH 
difliibution of military commands, and Su^ 
Worow was attached to the army of the fields 
inarfhal. 

Previous to his departure from Nigojefchd^ 
an accident happened to the general, which 
threatened the moft fatal confequences. The 
ftair-cafe of the convent having become very 
flippery, on account of the rain, the general, 
who was not recovered from the hurt in his 
leg, fell with great violence on his back; 
which, befides the exterior bruifes, was at- 
tended

tended with internal pains, and a great diffi- 
culty of refpiration. Me was, therefore, con- 
veyed to Buchareft, where, by the aid and 
care of a vei7 Ikilful phyfician, in the courie 
of fifteen days, his health was ccfrnpletely re- 
eftabliflied. As foon as he was recovered, 
which was in the middle of Auguft, he re- 
paired to his new poft. 

The detachment, of which he was ap- 
pointed to take the command, was encamped 
before Chirfchowa J while Romanzow main- 
tained his pofition near the river Jalowiza. 
Suworow immediately crofled the Danube to 
Cliirfchowa. The town is fituated on the 
right bank of the river, which, at this place, 
is half a mile broad, and is divided by feveral 
iflands. 

He found the detachment very much ex- 

pofed lo be attacked by the Turks, as well 

from its own weaknefs,^as the nature of its 

pofition. He determined therefore to hazard 

K 4 nothing, 
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nc^n^, and tp fccunp hi$ troops by ftron|; 
cntrcnchrjients. He l^gan by reconnoitring 
the environs, and marking the places where 
fortificationa fhould be crefted. He was, 
however, fo unfortunate, as to lofc, at this 
time, the only engineer in his fervice. That 
officer, in paffing a river, miftook the iqtd 
and was drowned. 

The entrenchments proceeded with all 
poflible expedition, and they were no fooncr 
completed, than intelligence was received 
that the Turks at Karallia, about ten miles 
from Ghirfchowa, were in motion, and would 
foon begin to march. 

The correflnefs of this information was; 
proved by their approaching, in the night of 
the 3d of September, within half a mile of 
the town ; the moon bein^ at the full. The 
principal Ruffian officers were of oj^i^iion 
that the Turks would itpimediately make thdr 
attack. The gengraL however, entertained 

different 
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different fcntipients, and ordered his troops 
to repofe. As for him&lf^ he waited with 
impatience for the break of day; and> ^me, 
^une before it was light» he mounted his 
Ijiorfei and, accompanied by two Collacs, pro^ 
C^ded to obferve the march ^nd motions of 
t(he enemy. 

His corps confifted of four regiments of 
infantry> two of which were v^ry iQcoi^pl^e, 
not containing more than two hundred p^en, 
with their cannpn, three fqua^rqns of h]x^ 
£us, and a hundred Coflags. The ti?^o f^ll 
regiments \yere encamped in alow an4 covered- 
ifland, with wliich a communication yras 
formed by a bridge of boats ; and the two^ 
weak regiments were diftrihuted in .the caftle 
and the intrenchmenta. 

Th? Jufkifti army of eleven thoufan4 
men advanced. At eight, they approached 
the fartheft redoubt, which was commwd?d 
\^y the cannon of the caftle. When tbqr 

drew 
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^rcw nigh, the general made a feint of alarnt, 
and ordered the tents to be ftnift and carridd 
into the redoubt. * Around the entrench- 
ihcnts, deep hollows had been made, which 
were planted with fmall lances. He had alfa 
ordered that the enemy Ihould be fufFered to 
approach clofe to the works without a Angle 
difcharge of artillery. 

The Turks appeared to entertain the de- 
fign of attacking the redoubt and the caftle 
at the fame moment; but Colonel Dumaf- 
chow, from a brave impatience, and before 
they were witlnn reach, difcharged fomc balls 
at tliem, which counterafted the general's 
firft plan, and for fome time delayed thdi- 
approach. They, however, advanced in fldr- 
mifhing, and though there were fome works 
that interrupted them, they continued to 
gain ground; but their march was not 
^piarked with its ufual rapidity. Suworow 
now ordered his Ikirmifhers to retreat by 
little and little, and to take flight, as if fcized 

with 
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with a fudden panic. By this ftratagcm, he 
hoped to tempt the enemy clofe to the en-^- 
trenchments. 

It did not, however, produce the defiredf 
cfFe6l ', for as foon as they were freed from 
tlie flying parties of the Ruffians, the Turkifh 
army immediately extended itfelf, and pre- 
fented a very uncommon fpeftacle. Ac- 
cuftomed as they were to fight in fmall 
fcattered bands, the Turks now ranged 
themfeives in European order of battle, and 
formed themfeives in regular lines. The 
janiii'aries, with the artillery, occupying the 
centre, and the fpahis, or cavalry, taking 
poft on the wings. They then advanced in 
tolerable order againft the farthefl entrench- 
ment, whofe ditch was not of any confider- 
^ble depth, from the ftony nature of the 
ground; but it was guarded by a double 
range of chevatix-de-frife, with pallifadoes 
Ipehind, on a part of that eminence which 

covered^ 
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covered the ifland where, the two ftrong regi- 
ments were pofted. 

The Turks commenced the attack with 
a difcharge of artillery s and immediately 
advanced ^gainft the entrenchments with 
fuch precipitation, that the general him- 
felf had no other means of efcaping, but 
by leaping ovipr the chevaux-de-frife that 
defended the entrance. Though they were 
received by a very briik and well fuftained 
difcharge of mufquetry, they continued 
to jidvance, and paffed, in great num- 
bers, over the chevaux-de-frife to the palli-^ 
fades, where they fixed their ftandards -, but 
Aey tried in vain to proceed. Colonel Ma- 
chipelow, with the regiment of Staroikoliq, 
wihich was pofted in the ifland, fell upon their 
fight wing with bayonets fixed. Prince 
Gagarin pafied the bridge, and, having turned 
the height, attacked their wing, and the Baron 
Rofen, with the cavalry, charged the centre j 
they were, therefore, ipon thrown into dif- 
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order; and as they had not been accuftomcd 
to fight in rank and file, their confuiion was 
proportionally cncreafed. They abandoned 
their artillery, and were purfued throughout 
the night to the diftance oiF feveral miles* 
The janiffaries, incommoded by their heavy 
jgarments, tlirew them afide in order to faci- 
litate their flight, and the fpahis difperfed 
themfelves over the country. 

General Suworow, at length, commandeci 
the purfuit to ceafe, and gave his troops a 
few hours of reft. In the morning, ttiey 
returned to Chirfcowa, and found their way 
ftrewcd with the bodies of the enemy. 

The Turks loll, in this a6lion, upwards 
of a thouFand men, among whom were 
two pachas, and a great number of Moors^ 
The Ruffians took a hundred prifoners, 
with fome officers, and nine ftandards. Tha 
artillery, wliich fell into their hands, con- 
fifted of eight cannons, and a mortar. On 
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their fide the number killed were very incoft* 
fiderable, bujt their wounded amounted to 
four hundred. 

At the end of Oftobcr, Lieutenant-General 
Prince Dolgorucki and the Baron Ungam 
were ordered to march to Schumma; but 
they feparated on their route, and the latter 
proceeded againft Warna, where lie unfor- 
tunately failed ; while the violent rains pre- 
vented Prince Dolgorucki from going to 
Schumma, Suworow was to have accompa-^ 
nied him in this expedition, but he was not) 
altogether, recovered from his fever; he, 
therefore, returned into RufSa, to attend to 
his health, where he paffed the winter. 

In 1774, towards the end of April, he 
returned to the army of the Danube. He 
was now advanced to the rank of lieutenant-- 
general, and appointed to command the . 
fecond chvifion, which was before Sloboceia, 
oyer againft Siliftriaj as well as the corps 
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de refervc, at Chirfcowa, This divifion.con- 
fifted of fixteen battalions, twenty fquadronsj 
and two regiments of Coflacs. The cojrps 
de referve was compofed .of fifteen battalion?, 
thirteen fquadrons, a regiment of ^CofTacs, 
and two thoufand five hundred^ arnaute^ 
with a large park of artillery. ' 

Before Siliftria, where Lieutehant-Genppl 
Suworow had fixed his quarters, ther? was 
a large ifland, of the Danube, which was ar^ 
objeft of cpntinual contefl. He, thereforci^ 
made it neutral, ^to prevent all ufelefs at- 
tacks ; and the patroles, of the different 
armies, frequently met there, without in- 
fringing the neutrality of . the place^ . 

It was intended that the greater part of 
the Ruflian army fhould pafs the Danube ; 
but the general, with a detachment from the 
main body, was entrenched in a wood, about 
a mile from Siliftria; where his people had 
frequent fkirmifhes with the enemy. 
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At the end of a week, fie quitted his 
fetitrenchments, and made a march of five 
biiles ; in the courfe of which, he met^ in a 
Wood, Lieutehant-Gen«ral Kameniki, with 
his corps, from Ifmail, who had marched 
during the whole night, and had not foiind 
time either to encamp or eat ; when, about 
noon* a party of light-horfe; who had been 
feht upon diicoveries, returned with \hc 
quarter-mafl:er*general of the Turks, wlioin 
they had made prifoner, with his efcort. 
From him it was learned, that the turki;£ti 
army, of fifty thoufand lnai> was in fuU 
march* 

General Kamenfki commanded the %hal 
for remounting, and ordered his . cavalry to 
attack thofe of the enemy, which had ad- 
vanced mto the wood j but they were re- 
pulfed. Suworow's infantry marched on, 
with the cavalry behind ; and three fi^ua- 
drons of hufiars, with the Coffacs before. 
He immediately fell upon the Turkifh ca- 

valryi

valry, who were purfuing the Ruffian horfe j 
but had not fufficient force to continue the 
attack, and was obliged to retreat. Many 
pieces were difcharged at him, and he was 
fo clofely purfued by a Spahi, that he was 
indebted for his prefervation to the fwiftnefs 
of his horfe. He foon after fell in with 
two battalions of grenadiers, and a battalioA 
of chaffeurs, who had been attacked with 
fuch precipitation, that they had not time 
to form in a regular manner. They were 
eight thoufand Albanian infantry, who had 
made the attack, in Aeir ufual manner, 
with Ihouts and outcry ^ and had already 
killed feveral chaffeurs, who had advanced 
fo far as to have their retreat cut off. The 
three battalions themfelves were in a very 
perilous fituatiort. They continued firing 
for a whole hour, and feverely galled the 
Albanians, but not with fufficient effedt to 
make them give Way: it length, the Briga- 
dier Machipelow arrived, with two battalions 
©f Senfki, two battalions of Sufdal, and two 
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companies of grenadiers. The firing now 
diTcontinued; and, when the fmoke was 
difperfed, it appeared that the advanced 
guard of the Turks had made a retreat. 

Suworow having traverfed the woods with 
Machipelow, and, obferving that the Turks 
fled on all fides, he refolved to pufti liis 
advantage. The way through the wood was 
very narrow, fo that the troops were obliged 
to march in files; at the fame time, the heat 
was fo oppreffive, that many of the foldiers 
fell down, and expired on the fpot. The 
road was alfo covered with the carcafes of 
Turks, and draft bullocks which they had 
killed. Thefe animals had diagged feme 
hundreds of armed waggons, which had been 
brought with a defign to enclofe the Ruffians 
in their entrenchments. 

General Louis, at the head of three thou-^ 
land cavalry of the Ifmail corps, covered the 
march of the infantry, and frequently har- 
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raffed the Albanians in their flight, though 
he was continually repulfed by numerous 
bodies of Turkifh horfe : he was fometimes, 
indeed, obliged to retreat to the infanty, to 
be prote61:ed, in his turn, by their artillery. 
On quitting the wood, they were overtaken 
by a very heavy jfhower of rain, which, 
though attended with fome ' inconvenience, 
fefved to refrefh the troops, and to flackeii 
the retreat of the Turks ; the weight of whofe 
long robes increafed, in proportion to the 
Water they had imbibed: and, as they ufed 
fmall pockets, inftead of cartridge-boxes, 
their powder was moiflened, and rendered 
unfit for ufe. 

The Ruffians had no fooner gained the open 
toiyitry, than they were cannonaded by 
three batteries, which the Turks had raifed 
on a height; and from whofe fire the for- 
mer fuftained confiderable lofs. But when 
Lieutenant-General Suworow ordered his 
troops to attack the batteries, they were in- 
L 2 ' fpired 
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fpircd by ^ his command, and foon became 
mafters of them. 

The body of troops, wliich was coUefted 
to make head againft the grand army of the 
Turks, amounted to twelve thoufand men. 
Being ranged, in order of march, they ad- 
vanced againft the enemy, on a plain which 
rofe with a gentle acclivity. The janiflaries 
and Spahis inftantly attacked the right wing 
of the Ruffians, who repulfed them with 
great lofs. But, though the janiflaries re- 
newed the attack, with a fury approaching 
to madnefs, with a fabre in one hand, and a 
poniard in the other, all their efforts were 
vain: — at length, after a bloody conteft, 
they fled in different parties, and were 
purfued,' with added deftruftion, by the Ruf- 
fian cavalry. 

Some detachments of infantry, in making 
a movement to the right, difcovered, behind 
the high ground,the Turkilh camp, which was 
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placed in a bottom, near the fmall town of 
Koflud^i, and at the diftancc of a little mile 
from the wood. This circumftance was nq 
fooner known, than General Suworow re- 
folved to attack it; but, from the neceffary 
rapidity of the manoeuvre, the greater part 
of the artillery was left behind, and the 
troops haftened to the fervicc with no more 
than eight field-pieces. But, after a few 
minutes firing from the height, the Turks 
took to flight, and their cftmp was fpeedily 

evacuated, 

« 

It was one of the moft beautiful camps 
the Turks had formed. The tents were 
new J and all decorated, after their fafliion, 
with the piftured diftin6tions of their dif- 
ferent companies, which they denominate 
Oiias i with lions, flags, horfes, and elephants. 
Contrary to their ufual cuftom, they had left 
the whole ftanding, without the leaft injury, 
and with all its valuable appendages; 16 that 
L 3 the 
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the Ruffians jxrflcffed themfelves of an im^t 
menfe booty. 

On the other fide of the camp, there was 
ibme high ground, which General Suworow 
was determined to occupy, as it commanded 
the furrounding country. He proceeded, 
therefore, with three fquadrons of huffars, 
and ordered the reft of his troops to follow. 
The hufiars had no fooner gained the height, 
than they were, very unexpectedly, can^ 
nonaded, by fome very heavy artillery, from 
a wood which was before them. The ge- 
neral, t!ierefore, ordered Major Perfintie\y 
to take three companies of infantry, and 
pofiels himfelf of that pofition. He accord-: 
ingly difcorafited the Turks, took their can- 
non, and the troops maintained, iheir poft. 

In this battle, which was fought on- the 
iith of June, the Turks loft three thoufand 
men, fome hundred prifoners, forty pieces 
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of artillery, and eighty ftandards, with their 
fuperb camp. They were commanded by the 
Aga of the janiffiuies, thip Reis effeiidi, and 
feveral bachas. 

Soon after this viftory, Lieutenant-Get- 
neral Suworow was attacked by a very alarm- 
ing return of his feverj and he became fo 
weak, that he was not only unable to mount 
his horfe, but it was with great difficulty ^ 
that he could ft^nd without alliftance. He, 
therefore, quitted his divifion, and went 
to Buchareft, to re-eftablifh his health. He 
had defigned, on his recovery, to repair to 
General Count Toltikow, who commanded 
before Rufchuck: but, in the niean time, 
peace was concluded, 

After he had been to take leave of Field-? 
Marfhal Romanzow, at Fokfchani, he re- 
turned to Ruffia; but, on his arrival at 
Jafly, he received an order, from Peterf- 
burg, to proceed, with all poffible hafte, 
L 4 to

to Mofcow, to aflift Prince Wolgonfki, 
commander-in-chief in Mofcovy 5 where he 
was commiflioned to appeafe the interior 
troubles of that part of the empire. 
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CHAP. IV. 



THE PURSUIT OF PUGATSCHEW, WHO IS 
. MADE PRISONER. 



LiIEUTENANT-General Suworow arrived 
at Mofcow in the month of Auguft, 1774 ; 
but in the firft converfation he had with 
Prince Wolgonlki, he perceived that his pre- 
fence was not neceflary in that city -, and ac- / 
cordingly fet off on a tour through the inte- 
rior parts of the empire. 

In the courfe of it he paid a vifit to the 
General-in-Chief Count Panin, who was 
employed to compofe the difturbances that 
prevailed in that part of the kingdom. At 
this time, Panin had received inftruftions 
from Peterfburg re(pefting Suworow; in con- 

fe^uence 
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ifequence of which the latter was invefted 
with full power, to aft on all occafions as 
Ihould feem bell for the advantage of his 
{bvereign; and fpecial direftions were dif- 
patched to all commanders of troops, as 
well as governors of the adjoining provinces, 
to fubmit themfelves, without rcfei-ve, to the 
orders of Lieutenant-General Suworow. 

Her Imperial majefly alfo condefcended to 
honour him with a letter, written by her- 
felf, to teftify the fatisfaftion which fhe de- 
rived from his zeal and activity in her 
fervice. 

On the very day, yrhen he received thefe 
appointments, he quitted Count Panin, un- 
der an efcort of fifty men ; and took his 
route by Arfamas, Penza, and Saratow^j 
where he obtained more pofi^ive information 
as to the fervice on which he was to be em-r 
ployed* 

Alhort 
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A fliort time before, the rebel, or as Su- 
worow ufed himfelf to call him, the robber 
Pugatfchew, after having* forcibly carried off 
fome hundred men, and all the draft horfesi, 
had quitted this part of the country to pro- 
ceed to Zarizyn. The general was therefore 
under the neceffity of embarking his efcort 
on the Wolga for that place, while he 
marched along the bank with the fmall 
number of horfes which he had been able to 
procure. 

In his route, from Penza, he fell in with 
feveral fmall corps which had been raifed by 
private gentlemen. He alfo occafionally en- 
countered bodies of troops who efpoufed the 
caufe of Pvfgatfchew ; but they never at^ 
tempted to attack him; and, as he had fo 
few people with him, he did not venture to 
attack them. The rebel had often been 
beat and put to flight, but he as often re- 
appeared with recruited power. His force 
at Saratow forififted of about eight thoufand 
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men, confifling in a great meafure of ill- 
armed peafants. Among thefe there were 
but a thoufand regular infantry, with about 
twelve pieces of artillery, four regiments of 
Coffacs of the Don, and three hundred Cof- 
facs of Uralfk, who alone remained faithful 
to him, out of a large body of them, which 
had been, in the beginning, attached to his 
caufe. 

At Tarizyn, the general met Colonel 
Michelfon, who had very lately gained Trefh 
and very confiderable advantages, in an en- 
gagement with Pugatfchew; in which the 
regular infantry, who had never been fincerc 
in the caufe of that infurgent, and the greateft 
' pait of the peafants had furrendered ; fa that 
his force confiHed then only of the Coffacs 
of Uralfk, with fome bands of peafants- 
with which he took refuge in the extenfivc 
heaths of that country. 

Thither Suworow was refolved to follow 

him, nor to quit the purfuit till he had fe- 
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cured him. As Colonel Michelfon had, in 
the laft engagement, taken a great number 
of horfes, they ferved to mount three hun- 
dred infantry ; with which, two fquadrons 
of regular troops, two hundred CofTacs, and 
two field-pieces, »Suworow pafled the Wolga 
at Jarizyn, and afcended the river to the large 
village of Michelowka^ which is fituated over 
againft the town of Denitrowflca. 4s the 
inhabitants of this village had fwerved from 
their fidelity, the general feized fifty pair of 
bullocks, on a pretence that he wanted them 
for the tranfport of his baggage; but his 
real objedl was to provide for his fubfiftence 
during his march through a long traft of 
heathy unprodu6live country, where 'it 
would not be poffible to procure fufficient 
provifions to maintain his detachment for 
five days. 

On the following day, they began their 
march through thefe immerife deferts, where 
there were neither habitations, nor roads, 
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nor any trace of civilized life. In the dayi 
they were obliged to direft their courfe by 
the fun, and at night the ftars were 
their guides. Befides, the heat reflected by 
the fands was infufFerably oppreflive, nor 
could they find a tree or thicket to afford 
them its hofpitablc ftiade : they were there- 
fore obliged to purfue their journey during 
the night. To their other inconveniences, 
they were compelled to lefTen the allowance 
of provifions, as they did not know how long 
it might be before they fhould receive a frefh 
fupply* 

They direfted their courfe to the little 
river Gerflau, on whofe banks a few trees 
are fcattered, and from thence to the five 
lakes of Saitfch. There the general fell in 
with Major Count Mellin, with a few hun- 
dred men, and Colonel Illoweifki, with a regi- 
ment of Cofiacs, and Martimianow, a cHief 
of the Coflacs of Uralfk; who had not taken 
part with the infurgents, with a hundred of 
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his people. The tl-oops ha3 left Jarizyn he- 
fore Suworow's arrival at that place. On 
their route through the defert, they had met 
feveral bands of peafants, attached to the 
party of Pugatfchew ; and, havmg convinced 
them of their error, had fent them back to 
their country without efFufion of blood. 

They arrived at the confluence of two 
rivers, Ufa, which flow into a large lake. This 
fpot, which is in the midiT: of the heaths of 
Uralik, was covered with wood, and thither* 
according to the report of fome peafants who 
had quitted him, Pugatfchew was endea* 
youring to retire* The Ruffian troops 
amounted to about a thoufand men, well 
provided with field-pieces -, while Pugatf- 
chew's force was now reduced to three hun- 
dred. The general accordingly difi:ributcd 
his people into various parties, irl order to 
fcek him out, and to cut him off frcm all 
polTlbility of efcape* They were ah'eady 
upon his track, in the thickeil part of the 
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wood, when the hennit#, many of whom 
aie fcattered about this country, and fup- 
port themfelves by fifhing, gave informaticm 
that Pugatfchew had arrived there that 
morning, and that fome of his own people 
had bound him hand and foot, and taken 
him to Uralfk. 

Pugatfchew had flattered himfelf, that he 
ihould have been able to perfuade fuch of 
the CofTacs as appeared to be attached to his 
caufe, to accompany him to the lake of Aral, 
beyond the Cafpian fea, and unite themfelves 
to the Karakalpaks, a wandering horde of 
Kirgis-Kay; but when they heard of the 
troops that . were in purfuit of him, they 
were alarmed at the danger that threatened 
themfelves, and took the refolution to deli- 
ver him up at Uralilc. 

General Suworow now ordered all the 
parties to be called in, and fet off for Uralfk. 
During the night they loft their way, and 
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fell in with the Kirkis> a nation knoWn for 
their invincible courage; many bands of 
which were fcattered about thofe deferts. 
They are ftrangers to fear, and though they 
were far inferior in numbers to the Ruffiaiis* 
they did not hefitate to attack them. Twen- 
ty of thefe people were flain ; at the fame 
time, rtiany of the Ruffians were wounded 
with their arrows, and the Count Mari- 
mouitfch, ^d^de-camp, and a few others lofi: 
their lives. 

The general haftened onwards, accom- 
panied by fuch as had aftivity fufficient to 
keep pace with him ; and, in a few days, 
they arrived at Urallk* Colonel Simonow^ 
who was the conunandant of the town, had 
already taken Pugatfchew into his cuftody, 
and now delivered him up to Suworow. 

This infurgent had, at one time, colle£^ed 

fuch a force, and was followed with fuch 
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enthufiafm; thati if his underftanding Hac! 
been equal to his courage> and his modcrdr- 
tion had kept pace with his pQwer> he might 
certainly have poireffed himfclf of Mofcow, 
and noade the Imperial Catherine tremble (» 
her llirone. Many ftories are related of him 
which we are not required to repeat. We 
ihall only add, that he was a Cofiac^ and 
bom in a villagpe on the river Don; and, as 
It is relatol, having in his early youth afiift- 
ed a young woman in condu£ting her hor(& 
to drink in the river, fhe accompanied her 
acknowledgments with a declaration, that he 
would one day be emperor. This prophetic 
compliment is (aid to have worked up his 
enthi^aftic mind, and, by inflaming his 
ambition, to have produced the cxtraonE- 
nary eircranflances of his fife. 

General Suworow, having got poffeffioft 
of Pugatfchew, he accompanied in pcrioii 
the troc^ that efcorted him, on his remors^ 
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from Uralfk. During a certmn part of tlie 
wi^j he was enclofed in a large cage, pkced 
on a carriage; but was afterwardsf removed 
to a waggon, along with his fon ; a boy of 
twelve years of age, who inherited, and at 
that early period, dij^layed, thd turbulent 
qualities of his liather. At length they x^ 
rived at Sin(birfk, a town on the Wolga^ 
when Suworow delivered up his prifoncr ta 
Count Panin, who ordered him to be con- 
veyed to Mofcow; where he fufFered the pu- 
nifhment due to Ms crimes* 

During the abfence of Count Panin at 
Mofcow, the general remained at Sinlbirfk, 
and took the command of the antty. It 
amounted to eighty thoufand men, who were 
in winter quarters, in different cantons upon 
tiie Wolga i in the province of Orenbourg^ 
and in the governments of Cafna and 
Penza. 
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In the fpring of the year 1775, the general* 
joined his corps oft the frontiers. He after- 
wards went by way of Samafa to Orenbourg, 
where General Monfurow commanded, and 
of which General Reinfdorf was governor, 
with whom he had a particular conference. 
As he was on his returu by Ufa, he received 
the very uftexpefted information, ;that a fuc- 
ceflbr of the rebel Pugatfchew, named Same- 
triow, had appeared on the borders of the 
Cafpian fea. This man had frequently pil- 
laged the Turks, and once feized feveral 
trading veflels, with feme pieces of artillery. 
He made incurfions by fea and by land, and 
had approached to Aftracan, on the fide of 
the lake Aral. 

, Meafiircs were accordingly taken to put 
a ftop to his career j and the general diC- 
gatched twp battalions, with fome artillery, 
and dragoons, down the Wolga for that 
purpofe. At the fame time, he communi- 
cated 
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cated tlie neceffary intelligence to the govcr* 
nor of Aftracan, 

Semetiiowhad been a private footfoldier^ 
was afterwards advanced, and had deferted. 
He poffeffed both talents and courage, but the 
means of employing them to any great ex- 
tent had not been afforded him. He had 
never coUefted more than three hundred fol- 
lowers, and when tliey found that he was in 
danger of being feized by the troops that 
purfaed him, they abandoned him to bis 
fate. 

The peace was celebrated during the lum- 
mer of this year, at Mofcow 5 and Lieutc- 
xiant-General Suworow received, on that oc- 
cafion, a fword, enriched with diamonds. 
During the following winter, he went tp 
Mofcow, and arrived there at the time when 
the cmprefs was preparing to leave it. He 
M 3 was 
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fKSi BOW advanced to the command of die 
Peterfburg diviiion> but he remained foae 
time at M ofcow, for the fupenntendence of 
his private a&in. 
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CHAP. V; 

SUWOROW^S OPERATIONS IV CUBA. A H»W 
JCHAK £$TABLisH£]> THERE* 

In November, 1776, Suworow received a 
commiffionfor the Crimea, where Lieutenant- 
General Prince Proforowfld then was. He 
arrived there in December, took the com-** 
mand of a corps, which was ftationed in 
winter quarters, in the environs pf Perc* 
kop. 

The emprefs had fixed on Schaim Chiray, 
as Khan of the Crimea, in the place of 
Devlet Ghiray. The former was then in th^ 
wilds of Cuban, among the Tartars of No- 
gay. In February, 1777, he cjunefrora Ta- 
mann, by the ftrait of CafFa, towards Jenicole, 
M4 ia

in the Crimea. Suivorow received him un- 
der the walls of Perccop. In March, he ad- 
vanced againft the troops of Deulet Ghiray, 
and without flriking a blow, intircly difper^ 
fed them, by his rapid marches in the neigh- 
bourhood of Karafbafar and Achmetichet, 
where he pofted himfelf with his corps, 
Deulet Ghiray fled acrofs the Black Sea to 
Conflantinoplei and Schaim Ghiray was pro- 
claimed Khan, 

In the courfe of the fummer, Suworow 
was again attacked with a fever, and removed 
to a diftance from the Crimea, on account of 
the climate: he went to Pultava, and fell 
dangeroufly ill of an inflammatory fever, from 
which he did not recover tilj the end of the 
autumn. 

In December, he took the command of the 
corps of Cuban, where he arrived by Roftow, 
Azof, and Juy, This corps confifted of five 
regiments of infantry, with their field-pieces, 
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and twelve pieces of heavy artillery, ten 
fquadrons of dragoons, twenty fquadrons of 
huflars, and five regiments of Coflacs. 
They were diftributed partly under an old 
fort, called Koppyl, partly in an entrench- 
inent, near Tarmar on the Black Sea, and 
the reft in the wilds of Tamann. as far as 
Azof, in mtrenchments and redoubts of 
communication 3 in each of which a com- 
pany was pofted, with two pieces of cannon, 
to defend themfelves againft the banditti of 
Circaflia, 

. Thefe nations, who inhabit the left bank 
of the Cuban, and are generally known under 
the name of Circaffians, are divided into vari- 
ous tribes. They are called great and little 
Abafcians, Circaffians, (whofe country is cele- 
t)rated for the beauty of the women,) Schapt- 
fchiks, Attukays, Temirgois, Caflaiens, and 
Barays. The little Abafcians are altogether 
pagans, and the reft, though Mahometans by 
f rofeffion, retain many pagan ceremonies, in 
|ipiae degree, blended with thofe of Chriftianity . 

Behind 
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Behind the Attukays are the Tartar Nau-^ 
ru(is> among whom are many poor fultans of 
the race of Gerigis, and a greater number of 
that of Chaban-Sultan. They are defcendcd 
from a ftiepheid and a fultana who was poi- 
foned, but neverthelefs have not loft their 
title. All thcfe tiibes live in perfeft anarchy. 

Their wants, however, unite them in band^i 
pf from ten to one hundred, and fometimes 
five hundred men. They are ftrong and 
courageous, and are provided with fire-arms, 
fabres, and bows and arrows. They 
often come and pillage even the habitations 
of the Coflacs of the Don ; and, when a few 
of their number are killed, return home, 
keeping always on the defenfive. They are 
goodlnarkfmen, and fo fwift, that it is very 
difficult to take any of them. Their chief 
obje6l in their incurfions is to makeprifoners, 
whom they fell for flaves to the Turks, or 
employ them in agriculture. Batyr Ghiray, 
elder broths of the reigning khan, had above 
9 one 
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one hundred of thefe flaves> whom he main* 
tained with great care,, in a village beyond the 
Cuban. 

They infefted the public roads, and fotne* 
times even furprized the Ibldiers, Parties, 
indeed, had been fent out to make reprifals 
on the left bank of the Cuban, but it was 
difficult to diftinguifh the innocent from the 
guilty. Hence Suworow thought it expe- 
dient to cover all the right bank of that 
river with works. From its mouth to the 
lines of Caucafus, which had before been 
fortified, were fmall fortreffes at intervals of 
ten miles, with intermediate forts of leffer 
dimenfions. Thefe works were merely re- 
paired, and this undertaking Suworow and 
Lieutenant-Colonel Fock completed, with- 
out any engineer whatever. They each em- 
ployed fifteen hundred men, and, as the whole 
winter pafled without fnow or cold weather 
in Cuban, the work was finiflied in fix weeks. 
They were indeed frequently interrupted by 
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fudden attacks of the Clrcaffians, though 
often with infignificant forces; but on fome 
occafions the enemy fell on them in num- 
bers, and as many as fifty men remained 
upon the field. When the works were com- 
pleted, the incurfions of the Turks became 
more rare, though they ftill continued to 
moleft them, and the Coffacs fufFered the 
leaft in thefe attacks. 

In May, 1778, Prince Proforowlki left the 
Crimea for Peterfburg, and Suworow took 
the command of the corps in that peninfula, 
and of the troops diftributedover the country, 
as far as the Dniper -, forming together a 
body of fixty thoufand men, under the com- 
mand of Field-Marihal Romanzow. At that 
time, Lieutenant-General Tekelli commanded 
in the Ukrine, and Lieutenant-General 
Rhechcflki in Poland. 

. The Porte viewing the elevation of Schaim 
Ghiray, by no means, with an indifferent eye, 
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Qiade preparations for war, and ferit con-*^ 
fiderable numbers of troops into Moldavia, 
who were aflembled near Schotin. They alfo 
ordered out \ fleet pf one hundred and fixty 
fail, fifteen of \yhich were of the line, under 
tiie orders of the celebrated Haffan, Captain- 
Pa^cha, and of Alibey of Natolia. Suworow 
now fortified feveraj peninfulas of the Crimea, 
and even caufed intrenchments to be made 
in the mountains. 

Although the principal troubles in the 
Crimea were appealed, the Turks ftill had 
eight or ten fmall fhips before Achtiar,^ now 
called Sebaftiopolis. They had arrived there 
daring the winter, with the defign to excite 
an infurreftioh among the Tartars, To get 
rid of them at once, Suworow went on horie-^ 
back to recpnnoitre along the fhore, in the 
neighbourhood of Backtfchifarey, accompa- 
nied by the Khan. . Having obferved the moft 
cfTential points, he extended his troops during 
the night along the two fides of the bafon, and 
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fbrdfied the mouth of the'port. Day put « 
flop to their labours, which were refumed in 
the following night. The pretext for thefe 
operations was, that the Turkfi> having dii^ 
embarked to bring their cattle on lhore> had 
killed a CoiTac^ who approached them ; and 
that a packet had been detained at Con* 
ftantinople. The Turks perceiving there 
was a defign to blocade them, quitted the 
port during the night, and went out to fca. 
Thefe tranfaftions took place in July. 

The grand fleet of the Turks, which waf 
ftill at fea, fent two deputies aftiore, who, im- 
mediately on landing, made a formal proteft, 
in the name of their commander, againft the 
entrance of the Ruffians into the Crimea, 
and more efpccially againft the prcfcncc of 
the Ruffian fleet in the Black Sea; and cx- 
preffed themfelves with great feverity, calling 
the Ruffian fleet corfairs, as thatfca belonged 
exclufivcly to the Grand Seignior. 

Suworow 
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Suworow received thefc deputies with the 
greatefl: politenefs> and at their departure de<> 
livered, to them and to the Khan, an anfwer 
in writing, of which the fubftance was, that 
the Tartar government had demanded of the 
emprcfs, the aid of Ruffian troops, and that 
Confequentiy that government had no occa- 
fion for the afliftance of the Tuits ; that the 
Ruffian fleet cruifed ri thofe feas for their 
fafety, and that as to the name of coriair, 
ufed.by theTurkifti admiral, he was refpon- 
fible for that infult to his mafter, the Grand 
Seignior, who was the friend of Ruffia. 

'During their ftay on fhore, the deputies 
perceived, with much furprife and uneafinefs, 
the fortifications erefted in various places j 
and,-*fhortly after their departure, in Augaft, 
the whole of the Turki/h fleet appeared off 
the coafl: of the Crimea. It extended from 
Rertfehi to Kaflow, and the little Ruffian- 
fleet remained in the neighbourhood of Jeni- 
kala. The Turkifh fleet were in want of 

frefh 
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fitfli water, and were defirous of procuring' 
foirie on (here ; biit were prevented by Ruffian 
picquets, who were poftcd at every point, 
and ready to fire upon them. This refufal 
was given under a pretence,, that the drynefs 
of the feafon occafioned a want of water 
among the inhabit^ts ; fo'that the admiral 
was not allowed to procure frefh water for 
himfelf. Suworow had given flrift orders 
on this fubjeft, becaufe he thought it might, 
perhaps, be an artifice of the Turks to fend 
men on fhore. 

A fortnight after, the whole Turkifh fleet 
once more gained the offing, and retired to 
Conflantinople. 

^uworow had been ordered by his court 
to tranfplant fome Greek and Armenian 
Chriflians from the Crimea into RulTia, 
Among thefe were many perfons of property, 
who paid k confiderable revenue to the Khan. 
This delicate commiffion, theriefore, required 
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confiderable circumfpeftion, ani as two 
minifters of the Khan ftrongly oppofed the 
meafure, Suworow placed a guard before their 
houfes, with cannon, until they fhould defift. 
The metropolitan of the Greeks, the chief of 
the Armenians, and the curate of the Ca- 
tholics, perfe6lly coincided in the views of 
Suworow, and in the fpace of a month the 
Chriftians abandoned their dwellings, and 
emigrated with their properfy and cattle to 
Ruffia, where they eftabliflied themfelves in 
the government of Catherinoflow. This 
colony confifted of about twenty thowfand 
men. . Suworow procured for them as many 
poll horfes as poffible, and other conveniences 
for travelling, diftributing to the poor a ducat 
each, previous to their departure. 

In 06tober, SuworoW placed his trppps i^ 
winter quarters, and having confided thfr. 
comrxrand of the corps of CUfesin* to Major- 
General Kayfcr, remained hirofelf.at Koltew. 
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In the courfe of the fumrner, the Attukayl 
attacked them with a few hundred men, 
with an intention of furprizing and carrying 
off the horfes of a fquadron of hufiars, which 
were at pafture. The captain of the fquadron 
oppofed them with his men on foot, who de- 
fended themfehres with their carbines: but 
the Attukays ufed their rifle-barrelled guna 
fo fkilfully, that the whole fquadron were 
cut to pieces. The infantry, who were in- 
trenched, took no part in this affair, becaufe 
their commanders ' were at variance >^ — ^the 
ufual fate of fmall detatchments, when cm- 
ployed without fufficient precautionSv 1^ 
other refpefts everything fucceeded perfectly 
well in that quarter, and the Circaffians wer^e- 
repulfed with loFs in almoft" every engage- 
ment. Colonels Hamborn and Stoeritfch at- 
tacked the great Abafcians, and the territory 
dF^-the Att^ays, with fuccefs. Althoi^ 
both fides fiiftained feme lofs^,^ that of the 
enemy r wais * -much • the greateft, and the 
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RttlHaons fucceeded in their cbjedt of making 
their frontiers refpet^d. 

In the fpring of 177$, Suworow took thd 
field with a large body of troops, and cfla-» 
blifhed himfelf near Karafubafar, where he 
made them perform feveral manoeuvres. 
Towards the month of June, the Porte ac- 
knowledged Schaim Oheray as Rhan of thd 
Tartars of the Crimea, by a treaty concluded 
between the RuiSians and the Turks* This 
Was whM Ruflia demanded. Tie Grand 
Seignior^ as Calif, fent Khan a febre and a 
caftan, which the latter accepted; but, 
contrary to cuftom, woidd not permit the 
deputies to put them on him, but ordered both- 
the weapoii and the drefs to be placed in his 
cabinet. ' 

At the end of June, the Ruffian trbo^ 

marched from the Crimea and Cuban oh thdisf 

return to Ruffia. The forts were abandoned, 

and the troops were reviewed and infpefted 
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in the various camps. Only a Few thoufand 
men were left in the environs of Kinbum 
and Jenikala, and the Avdic Counfellor Con- 
ftantinow remsuhed with the Khan, under 
the title of Charge d' Affaires. 

At Pultava, Suworow received the command 
<>f the troops of Little Ruffia, where the 
emprefs> as a teftimony of her approbafaon, 
gave him a fnuff-box, with her portrait fet 
in diamonds. — ^Here he did not continue 
long^ as he received orders, at the beginning 
of the winter, to return to Peterlburg. 

He was received there with the greateft 
attention, and the court gave him the com- 
mand of a fccret expedition on the Cafpian 
Sea. The emprefs prefented him with the 
liar of the Order of Alexander, embelliftied 
with diamonds. It was the fame, fhe had 
hprfelf worn on a habit of that order. 
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In March, 1780, Suworow went to Af- 
tracan, where he made the neceffary difpoli- 
tions, and procured the moft exaft informa- 
tion refpefting Perfia ; in which empire, fome 
troubles had arifen, and a bloody war com- 
menced between the Khans, after the death of 
Nadir Schah. He reconnoitreu the Seven 
Mouths of the Wolga and the neighbouring 
coafts of the Cafpianj but the expedition 
did not take place, although the corps and 
troops were already fet down in the war-lifts 
for that fervice. Suworow remained fome 
months at Aftracan, after which he received 
the command of the divifion of Cafin, in- 
which province be arrived in i^Sirand con-t' 
tinued there a confid^rable time'. 
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CHAP, VI, 



THE TARTARS TAKE THE OATH OF ALLEGJ^ 
ANCE TO RUSSlIA.— El^PEDITION AGAINST 
• THE NOGAYS BEVONP TB? CUBAN. 

The Sultan Mahomet Ghiray, being » 
a fwom enemy to the Khan Schaim Ghiray, 
although his neareft reh^on, ftirred up the 
Tartars againjR: the KLhani who was then in 
his capitol. This revolt broke out in aur 
tpmn, and the Khan fled, accompanied by his 
moft faithful fcrvants to Kaffa, where he em- 
barked, and arrived by the fea of Azof, at 
petrowik, a Ruffian fortrefs, bililt on the 
northern coafl:. 

Towards 
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Towards the end of 1782, Prince Potemkin 
aiTived at Cherfon, with a commiiTion from 
the emprefs; and, having fent for Suworow, 
together with the divifion of Cafan, had an 
interview with the Khan at Petrowlk, and 
immediately fet off for jPeterfburg. 

The Kahn returned to Balktfchifarey, ac- 
conipanicd by a confiderable number of 
Ruffian troops, and the troubles were very 
^cedily apprafed. The malcontents had 
proclaimed his elder brother, Batyr Ghiray^, 
hhsin in his place. The other brother, 
Arflar Ghiray, who commanded in Cuban, 
as ferafkier of the Tartars of Noga, was at 
that time with his eldter brother in the Crimea j 
and both they and^thieir fuites were carried off 
by the Ruffians?, who^ a^df keeping them 
prifoners for fome time, embarked them on 
the Cuban, and reftored them their Hberty; 
fo that the whole terminated without much 
cffufion of blood. * But the rebel chief, Ma-

hornet Ghiray, being arrefted, was ftoned, 
by order of the Khan, and feveral other Tar- 
tars, who had perfifted in their rebellion, wer^ 
puniftied with death, 

Suworow now fet off for Saint Demetrius, 
and for Azof, where he again took the com- 
mand of the Cuban, at the beginning of the 
winter. The corps confifted of tweive bat* 
talions, with their artillery and heavy field* 
pieces, twenty fquadrons of dragoons, fix re-r 
giments of Coffacs, and the remaihder of the 
militia of the Don, under their com^ 
mander, Iloweiiki, 

At the end of May,, Prince Potemkin 
pgain went to Cherfon, lent for Suworow, 
deliberated with him, a^d returned t9 Saint 
Demetriu?. 

^ Six corps were now fet or» foot, befides 
two in Poland, to keep the Turks in awe* 
The firft of thefe corps was ftationed at 

Kotipifgh, 
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Kotmifch, under the command of Prince 
Kqpnin; the fecond, at Humann, under 
Count Soltijcow J the third, as a body of re- 
ferve, in Little Ruffia ; the fourth, as a troop 
of exvcution, in the government of the 
Crimea, under Prince Potemkin himfelf; 
the fifth, was that of Cuban, under Suworow; 
and the fixth, in Caucafus, under Paul Pp- 
t^mjcin. 

The rendezvous of Suworow's troops 
was under the fortrefs of Jay, fifteen 
miles from Azof, in the wilds of Cuban. 
He haftened the aflemblage of his regiments, 
feveral of which had confiderable marches to 
perform, fome coming from diftant quarters 
near the Don, ^nd others from the lines of 
Caucafus, 

In the courfe of June^^ part of the troops 
having arrived in the neighbourhood of Jay, 
Suworow fent a proclamation, inviting the 
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tribes of the Tartar hordes of Nogay toGomc 
and fee him, treated them as old acquaintan-i- 
ce, and gave them a grand gala in the wHds ; 
at which above three thoufand Nogay Tartars 
were prefent. Their behaviour was friendly, 
and they returned home the following day. 

As the troops arrived, tliey were fent for- 
ward without lofs of time, to occupy with 
redoubts, the Jines from Jay, as far as Ta- 
mann, where the principal points of Kopyl 
and Kurkey were. Suworow remained near 
Jay^with four battalions and their field-pieces, 
ten fquadrons of dragoons, and two regi^ 
ments of ColTacs. 

On the 28^th of June, which was the anni- 
verfary of the acceffion of the emprefs, the 
Nogay hordes again aflembled, with a nu- 
merous train of attendants, in confequence 
of being invited to the feaft. They came to 
the number of five or fix thoufand, and the 

whole 
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whole of the country round Jay w»' covned 
with their tents, 

Schaim Ghiray, khan of the Nogay Tar- 
tars, now abdicated his digttity, at the feme 
time notifying to the Tartati; ift. That he 
liad come to that refolution of his own ac- 
cord 5 2d. That they were at liberty to choofe 
his fucceffoTj 3d. That he- was determined 
to live and die among them. Prince Po- 
temkin immediately |iubHfhjed a manilbfto 
from the emprefs^ with a fuppkment m his- 
own name, ordering aH the Tartars^ totake 
the oath of fidelity to the dmprefe. Thefr 
manifeftoes were alfo fent« into the Ciibaii^a 
little before the ^cth of June* , 

On this occafion, the troops were diftri- 
butjed in proper order, and m feveral divi- 
iions in the environs of Jay^ and, when 
4iviae fervjce was concluded, the. Nogay 
chiefs aflenjbledji and in the prefence o£ 
Suworov/, publicly fwore, on the Koran, 
fidelity and homage to the emprefs. They 
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afterwards went to their tribes, and made 
them take the fame oath. The whole 
of this ceremony was performed with the 
greateft folemnity, amidft the continual dit 
chai^ of artillery, andjfongs of joy. Several 
of the Tartars rtGctved appointments in the 
Ruffian fcrvicc, the oldeft being made ftafF 
officers, and fome others fubaltems* 

When the whole was concluded, a grand 
fcaft was £^ven> in an immenfe open place, 
in Ac ^ds. The guefts were feated on 
the ground, in the manner of the Tartars, 
and diftributed in a number of fmall 
groups, all placed according to their rank. 
The dinner confided, principally, of boiled 
and roaft meat: a hundred oxen, and eight 
hundred ftieep, were killed on the occafionj 
and, as the laws of the Tartars did not 
permit them to drink wine, but only Sago 
brandy, five hundred eimers (thirty-two 
thoufand pints) of that liquor were pro^ 
^ded, and the company allowed to drink at 

pleafure; 
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pleafufe; befides which, Englilh porter was 
ferved to the chiefs, who dined ?\X Suworow's 
table. This party drank healths in a large 
cup, which was handed round the table, 
accompanied by discharges of cannon, and 
continual cries of joy, and of ** Urra and 
Allah ! " The other companies did the 
fame, ^ and mirth and happinefs pre^^ailed 
throughout the fccne. Ruffians and Tartars 
were mingled together, and, after dinner, 
races were performed, on aU fuics, between 
the Tartars and the Coflacs. Some . of the 
Tartars died, in conTequence of dritiking 
to excefs -, which they confider as an honour 
in their great feafts* In the evening, a 
fecond feall was ferved, which continued 
great part of the night. 

A ftmilar entertainment was given the 
following day, the 29th of June, which was 
that of St. Peter and St. Paul, the grand 
duke's patron, when a breakfaft was given; 

after 
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after which, the Tartars took their* Icatfe, 
embracing the Ruffians as brethren. 
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Innncdiately after the oath had been taken, 
Suworow fent a courier to Prince Potemfein, 
with thw ad: of faith and homage of the 
Tartars. ThoCt of the Crimea fbon followed 
their ex^nif^e. 

when the Nogays were returned to Jay, 
their 'fifft ftcp was to adminifter tlie fame 
oath to their tribes, in the prefence of the 
Ruffian fbffand other officers. 

Sooif^tr, Suworow received a letter, from 
the emprefs, to the following effe<a i 

To our Lieutenant'General de Suworowt 

" bi die aftdrs confided to your cai^and 
'* particularly in the commiffion you haw 
" borne,, under the dii^aion of our General 

« Prince 
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^* Prince pQtfinkiii^ for the re^uaion of tiie 
*^ various nations of the Ruffian empurc, 
^' you have fliewn a zeal and a6tivity for 
^* our fervice, v/hich has excited our parti- 
*' cular attemion and favour. Willing to 
•* give you a pubfic teftimony of ^ur ap- 
•* probation, we hereby grstfit you the grand

** Wolodimir^-of the firft clafs, of which 
•^ we fend you. the: decorations. We com-

As.: tile o^iftancy of the Nogays was 
wholly uncertah), and could not be relied on, 
it was propofed to remove all their tribes, 
by fmall degrees, to the wafte lands o£^ 
Uralik, and difarm them whenever an op- 
portunity fhould offer. A very extenfive 
cordon was formed from the river of Jay to- 
8 the 
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the middle of the Don j and, in the courfe of 
July, all the Tartars of Nogay affemblcd 
near Jay. 

Here it will be proper -to fpeak mote at 
large of this nation, fo celebrated in the 
ancient times -, a natiom, with whorri, five 
hundred years ago, Gengis Khan conquered 
Afia, as far as the confines of China ^ and 
among whom Tamerlane was bom* The 
Nogay Tartars pretend to come from the* 
Uj[beks. Tfchutfchi> cldedi fon of Gengis 
Khan, being, with his brothers, in China> 
at the fiege of a fortrefs, was reprimanded, 
by his father, for fome faults committed 
there. Enraged at this, he fled to the 
Kuptfchacs, and, though they already had a 
khan, took part in the government, in 
"^ which he fhewed great penetration.-* He 
afterwards continued as fovereign over this 
nation, who, at that time, had in their 
power the greater part of Ruffia;\ their 
frontiers extending along the Wdga, as 

far

far as Peh,ia, Arfamas, and the great forefl 
of Muron, where entrenchments are ftill to 
be feen. He built a refidence for himfclf, at 
Sarayfcheck, on the river Aktoban, nine miles 
from the rich and extenfive city of Jarizin^ 
for which purpofe he fent for archite6ls from 
Mofcow. The ruins of fome of tlie ftreets> 
and large fquares, where the Ruffian princes 
were obliged to pay their tribute, are ftill 
in exiftence. The fuccefTors of Tfchutfchi 
governed with moderation, and did not in- 
terfere in matters of religion ; the patriarch 
retained his authority, and the lav/s were 
on the fame footing as before. The Ruf- 
fian princes continued to fubmit to the 
Kuptfchacs till the time of the celebrated 
Mamay, who was, properly, a grand vizir 
among the Tartars ; and who, having carried 
his arms into the interior of Ruffia, within 
fifteen , werfts of Mofcow, was completely! 
beaten, and repulfed, by the great Princa 
t)eriietrivfs Donfkoy; From .that . period, 
inteftine .divifioA, . and, epidemic, (^.forders, 
VOL, I. o fuc- 
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fucceflively depopulated their hords; which, 
originally, confifted of feveral hundred thou- 
fands. At length, the Czar Iwan Walfi- 
lowitfch, who made himfelf mafter of the 
kingdoms of Kafan and Aflxacan, repulfed 
thefc Tartars in the wilds of Uralfk, be- 
hind the Wolga ; and, towards the clofe of 
the laft century, feveral of them, traverfing 
the wilds of Cuban, fled through the Crimea, 
to take refuge in Beflarabia, and placed 
themfelvcs under the proteftion of the 
Turks. 

Bady Khan, fecond fon of Gengis, was ta 
bring all the reft of Ruflia intirely un- 
4er fubjeftion to him. He treated the 
princes who fubmitted with great modera-^ 
tion, but was extremely rigorous toward 
thofe whofe refitted his authority. The ce- 
lebrated Grand Duke, Alexander New&i de 
Wolodimir rcfufed to wait on him when he 
pafrdd, and as he perfifted in his refufaj 
three times; He ^vas peqiiircd to mak^ fatis- 
8 ' faftion 
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fe6tion by fire orcleaL This he alfo Mufed, 
and went to the Khan, faying, " I am willing 
** to ackowledge you as fovereign, but can- 
" not honour your gods, as I only believe 
" in one/* The Khan was fo well fatisfied 
with this firm anfwer, that he left the 
prince in pofleffion of iiis eftates^ and af-» 
terwards added to thfem; 

This Khan lraverfc4 Poland, 4nd his ar- 
my advanced as fai: as the frontiers of Si* 
iifia. Wherever thefef^omades paffcd, they 
left colonies behind theni, branches of which 
are ftill to be found near Mofcow,bfld in 
Poland. From them aredefcended tHe fa* 
milies dF Beliakand KotiEki. 

The tribgs of the Nbgay Tartars wtw 
diftinguilhed by the following names : -the 
Upper and Lower Gediflans, the Great and 
Little Tftiamburluks, the Gedifchkulera to 
the right and left, the Kuptfchaks, and the 
.02 Aker^ 
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Akcrmans. Thefe laft had been much dimi- 
nifhcd by a violent epidemical diforder, which 
prevailed among them wrhen tliey emigrated 
from Beffarabia to Cuban, in the laft war. 
Thefe nations, who were once fo formidable* 
and who were able to fend a hundred thou- 
fand <:avalry into the field, are now reduced 
to lefs than one-third of their ancient popu- 
lation. They have always continued to 
purfue a paftoral lifjj living on the pro- 
duce of their flocks, and cat rice inftead of 
bread; as they began very late to culti- 
vate wheat. Their drefs is veiy fimple; 
and a new ftieep's fkin ferves them for holi- 
day clothes. They have few good fire-arms, 
and, in general, make great ufe of bows and 
arrows : they have alfo javelins made of a bad 
kind of wood, which is found in thefe defarts. 
They likewife arm themfelves with a fabre, 
and many of them ufe their knives as po- 
niards/ In battle, they alfo employ large ham- 
mers, which they faften to tlieir hands with 
- . lo , a thong 
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a thong of leather. Such was the manner 
of life of the Nogay Tartars, thedefcendants 
of the celebrated Gengis Khan. 

Their march towards the Don, and the 
wilds of Urallk, was divided into feveral co- 
lumns, under an efcort of Ruffian trpops. 
At the end of July, when they were half 
way to the Don, Schaim Gheray arrived at 
Tamann, together with his fuite, by the 
ftrait of Jenikala, where he circulated fedi- 
tious letters, and fecretly ftirrcd up the No- 
gay hordes. Hence arofe a confiderable re* 
vojt, and the rebels retired to the river Cu- 
ban, where they met with rcfiftance from 
thofe who remained faithful to Ruffia; among 
whom the commander of the Gedifians, and 
old Muffabeg, chief of the Tfchamburluks, 
deferve to be particularly diftinguifhed. They 
had many engagements with their country- 
men, in which much blood wjas fpilt, and 
Muflabeg himfelf was feverely wounded in 
the neck with a fabre, 

03 Suworow 
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Suworow was unwilling to ufe force for 

the reftoration of tranquillity. The Tartars 

marched againft the litic of forts ; and, to the 

number of feveral thoufand men, advanced 

to the camp» without fuffering themfelves to 

be brdcen. On attempting to pafs a morafs> 

where an officer was potted with a company 

of fuiileers, and a piece of artillery, by 

whom they were refitted, they engaged him, 

and advanced with their chief, who preiled 

forward with the utmoft fury. The little 

platoon, however, defended themfelves long 

enough to receive the reinforcement of 4 

fquadron of dragoons, who were encamped ' 

at the dittance of a mile. An hom* after. Colonel 

Telegin, who was at a ftill greater dittance, 

arrived, in the utmoft hafte, with two batta* 

lions, who immediately broke the enemy's 

ranks, and defeated and difperfed the Tartars, 

This engagement coft them five hundred 

men. The pott which Colonel Telegin had 

abandoned, was ^Ifo 4 vqry important pafs -, 

the 
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the Nogays took advantage of the opportu- 
nity, and fevcral thoufand of them traverfed 
the morafs, and fled into the country of the 
Temirgois, in the Naurus, behind the river 
Cuban ; but being purfued, they abandoned 
their immenfe herds of cattle, and removed 
to a greater diftance. The booty confifled 
of about thirty thoufand horfes, forty thou- 
fand horned cattle,, and above two hundred 
.tj^oufand fheep- 

Suworow, who was in the middle of the 
line, made a junftion with Lieutenant- 
Colonel Lefchtewitfch, infpefilor-general of 
the Nogays. Here he was informed, that 
Taw Sultan Murfa had juft been plotting a 
new confpiracy. Thi^ Murfa, governor of 
the young fultan, who was nephew to Schaim 
Gheray, was defirous of raifing his pupil to 
the dignity of Khan, and had already been 
the frequent inftigator of revolts. The 
confpiracy foon broke out, and kafanka was 
the watchword they adopted. They packed 
04 up 
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up their kiiiks (tents), placed the whole on 
carriages, together with the leaft of their 
children, and drove their cattle before them, 
having, previous to their departure, maf- 
facred the Ruffians who had been left to 
watch them, and who were unable to fave 
ttemfelves by flight. The troops of the 
cordon, who were the neareft, haftened to 
attack them, but were obliged to retreat 
from the inferiority of their numbers. Taw 
Sultan attacked Jay, at the head of a few 
thoufand men, and though repulfed with 
lofs, continued his march towards the river 
Cuban, and colle6led the reft of tlie Nogays, 
as alfo fome of the chiefs of thofe who had 
fontinued faithful; and, among the reft,. 
Halh EfFendi, with his wife, whom he car- 
ried away. Moft of the faithful Tartars en- 
camped in the environs of Jay. 

In Au^ft, Suworow affembkd his troops 
\n one body, near Kopyl, and caufed bar7 
j-acks to be prepared fpr the approaching 

winter 
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winter quarters. At the end of the month, 

the Tartars made an attack beyond the Cu^ 

ban with ten thoufand men, and traverfed 

the wilds to fall upon Jay, where a fufficient 

garrifon had been left. They attacked the 

, intrenchments, during three following days, 

with fo much impetuofity, that they loft 

four hundred men, and had two hundred 

taken prifoners in a fally. They then took 

to flight, but were able to carry off feveral 

of their men who had remained behind. 

In the courfe of September, Prince Po- 
temkin, generalilfimo of all the forces, or- 
dered Suworow to arrefl: Schain Gheray, at 
Tamann, to put his corps into winter-quar- 
ters on the Don, and to put an end to the 
operation he intended to undertake againft 
the Nogays, 

The fii'lT: of thefe meafures did not take 
place. Suworow had already left Kopyl when 
tb? orders arrived, and ws^s under cover in a 

wood 
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wood two miles from that place. Major- 
General Jelagih was then at Tcman with 
Colonel HoUe. To him Suworow immedi- 
ately difpatched a courrier, who, paffing the 
night at Kopylj where he was to be joined 
by the neceflkry efcort, was obliged to. wait 
till the next day, becaufe General Philippow 
was in bed, and had given orders that he 
fliould not be difturbed. This general gave 
the courier an efcort of about thirty Coflacs, 
who were cut to pieces on the road, by 
above a hundred Abafcians, and the courier 
was obliged to return. Ifaiow, colonel of a re-* 
gimcnt of Coflacs, was ordered, with the 
utmoft hafte, to join Jelagin, near Teman, 
and he accordingly fet forward on the 
march. 

In the night, previous to his arrival, 
Schaim' Gheray was informed of the fate 
which threatened him, and, having with him 
a numerous body of men, fpeedily mounted 
liis horfe, and, together with his people, 
- . haftened 
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haftened fo the banks of the Cuban, which 
is but two miles from thence, where he 
found fome boats, which Jelagin had not 
removed; he knowing nothing of the projedl, 
and having always been treated with poHte- 
nefs by Shaim Gheray. Jelagin and Ifaiow 
purfned him ; but he had already pafled the 
riven In vain they called after him, but he 
finfwefed their folicitations with excules, and 
retired into Circaffia. 

The detachment, appointed for the expedi- 
tion on the left bank of the Cuban, confift- 
ed of fixteen companies of infantry, in four 
platoons, each of which had two light field- 
pieces, lixteen Iquadron of dragoons, with 
the fame number of pieces of artillery, and 
four regiments of CoiTacs. The Command- 
ing Officer Iloweiiki was ordered to march 
direflly towards the Cuban, with twelve re- 
giments of Coilacs, each five hundred men 
ilrong, and to make a junction with Suwo- 
fow at an appointed time and place. 

This 
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* This corps had performed a march of thnv 
ty miles. They afcended the right bank of 
the Cuban, always advancing by night, and 
in the day time halting in the woods. They 
' proceeded in the greateft lilence^ and without 
fignals, becaufe the Circaflians had ftrong 
piquets on the left banks, and they were 
anxious to avoid difcovery. For the fame 
reafon, Suworow having before met a Turk-^ 
ifh meflenger from Sutfchuk, replied to his 
enquiries : " It is a fmall detachment, which 
** remained behind, and which I am con- 
^' dufting to the corps of Cautafus," 

The Grand Quartcr-Mafter Foedorow w?s 
on horfeback in the van, and as there was 
no road along the bank, he pofted two CoA 
facs at every quarter of a league as guides. 
When they arrived oppofite to the country 
occupied by the Attukays, on the Icit bank, 
they found fo little wood, that they could not 
conceal their march. The river, too, was 
very narrow in that part, ^d the Attukays 
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fired acrofs it, both with muikets and bows 
and arrows. They did not, however, much 
annoy the Ruffians, who were careful not 
to anfwer their fire. Towards noon, Su- 
worow fent for the Bey who commanded 
there, and feverely reprimanded him for this 
conduft ; and the Bey difperfed the offenders 
by driving them away with whips. As to 
the dcftination of the troops, the fame ex- 
planation was given to the Bpy as to the 
Turkifli^meffenger from Sutfchuk. 

At length, the corps approached the river 
Laba, which arifes in Mount Caucafus, in 
the province of Cuban. Here they met with 
no more wood, and the troops concealed 
themfelves, by encamping in hollows ; but 
were not molefted by any enemy what- 
ever. 

m ■ ■ ' • 

Not far from the bank were fome hills of 
confiderable height. Suworow afccnded them, 
and perceived fome Nogays making bay; and 

when. 
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when he faw the diftant finoke of theif 
fires, he was fully confirmed in the informa- 
tion he had received, that this Was the place 
where the Nogay Tartars were encamped* 
The Ruffians halted during the day. In the 
afternoon, Uoweifk, th^ commanding officer 
on the Don, joined them, according toappoint- 
raent, with his twelve regimefnts of Coflacs^ 
and at duik they marched towards the right 
bank of the Cuban, which in that part is 
flat, and covered with fine forefts. On their 
arrival the moon ftione very bright. 

^In this place the Cuban is a full 'quarter 
of a mile broad, and ' as they had no pon- 
toons, they prepared to ford, or fwim acrofi 
it, and fent forward fome Coflacs to find out 
the fordable parts. The infantry ftripped 
themfelvcs, and forded the river naked, car- 
rying their arms and cartouch boxes on 
their heads, being frequently up . to their 
fhoulders in water. The cavalry took the 
clothes of the infantry on the cruppers of the 

horfes. 
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horfes, arid carried tte ammunition two by- 
two, that the powder might not be wetted* 
Thus they palled the river iu companies and 
in.fquadrons J the 'horfe croffing foniewliat 
higher, to break the force of the current. In 
the middle of the ftream was a fpacious 
ifland, where ^ey halted for a fhort time, 
when, in the fame order^ they gainect 
the left bank, which they focmd veryftee^, 
and covered with rocks. Ercn the Coffacs 
had grrat difficulty to get oA Atore on horfe- 
back, and above all the dragoons, who carried 
the ammunition ; ind it requiitd great 'la- 
bour to hoift up the artillery, and the reft of 
the baggage, with ropes*. The infaotry 
climbed up, and drefled themfelves, but the 
banks were fo full of rocks, that they could, 
fcarcely make ufe of the intrenching tooU 
which they had brought with thenj. 

All being now in order, they began to 
march. Having proceeded nearly a mile^ 
they came to a morafs, which it was necef- 
. , . far

fary to pafs; They afccnded the right bank 
of the Laba, and having proceeded another 
mile, the van guard met a patrole, whom 
they made prifoncrs, and who ferved them 
as guides. 

The next morning they furprized the No- 
gays. The CofTacs, whofe country on .the 
Don that nation had formerly ravaged, now 
took the moft dreadful revenge. The maf- 
(acre continued till noon. This event took 
place near an old ruined caftle, in the neigh- 
bourhood of Kermentfchuk. - 

After halting an hour, they advanced two 
miles farther. When they arrived at the fo- 
reft of Farifch, which extends as far as Mount 
Caucafus, the Ruffians attacked the reft of 
the Nogay Tartars. The engagement was 
as vigorous as that of the morning, though 
many Tartars took to flight as foon as they 
were informed of this fuddcn attack. But 
the Terfnigois and the Nawrus^ in whofe 

country 
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coiinti^ this aftion happened, and virho de* 
fended the Nogays, fuftered a confiderable 
lofs. The prmce of the Nawrus was killed^ 
and his daughter led away captiv^* 

The light troops fought on both banks of 
the Laba. The engagement continued until 
the evening, when the viflorious army re- 
pofed in the field of battle, which was in a plain ; 
and the next day purfued the enemy to a 
diftance of fome miles, though without being 
able to overtake them. The conquerors re- 
turned Oh the following day5 and repafled 
the Cuban* 

From the tihie of Mafhdy, bf whom We 
have Ipoken above, and who was defeated by 
Demerius Donfkoyi^ the Nogays had never 
been fo feverely handled as <in this occafioil, 
which happened on the ift of Odlober* In 
the two battles, about four thoufand perfbnS, 
men and women, remained upon the field df 
battle, which extended a mile and a half 
along their tents* The Coflacs, according to 
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the cuftom of thofe nations, carried with 
them a great number of young children. 

When the Ruffians returned to the lighj 
bank of the Cuban, the commanding officer 
Iloweifki returned with his troops towards 
the Don. At that time, the troops had al- 
ready fet off for Kopyll to go into winter 
quarters in the fame canton, agreeably to 
their orders. The corps detached from Su- 
worow did- the fame, and that general re- 
tained only a few companies of the infantry, 
two pieces of cannon, a fquadron of dra- 
goons, and a regiment of Coffacs, with which, 
he marched acrofs the wilds to the for- 
trefs of Jay. He had above forty German 
iniles to go, and more than ten rivers to 
crofs. In fording thefe^ his troops were fre* 
quently up to their middle in water, and were 
obliged to throw bridges over the deeper 
channels. The want of wood obliged them 
make thefe bridges of reeds and turf, which 
lafted at the utmoft but four*and-twenty 

hours ; 
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hours s' as the current deftroyed them j ind 
when the troops did not make hafte to 
pafs, it became neceffary to make others* 
Some Tartars, who afted as guides acrofs 
the wilds, direfted their tnarch too much to 
the northward, which caufed them to make 
a falfe march of ten miles. At length their 
provifions began to fail them ; and, on the 
laft day, were entirely confumed. 

At the end of 06tober, they arrived at fort 
Jay, where Suworow made the neceffary dif- 
pofitions. There had always been a fufficient 
number of men in the caftle and fort of Jay, 
becaufe the chiefs of the Nogay hordes were 
there under the infpeftion of Lieutenant-Co- 
lonel Lefchkewitfhi and after the feparation 
of the Seralkier, Arftan Gheray, his fucceffor, 
Hallil Effendi,* governor-general of the 
Tartar tribes which had remained behind, 
encamped i-n the neighbourhood •

When Suworow arrived, he paid fomc 
vifits, and particularly to his friend Murlk 
Bey, prince of the Tfchamberluks, who was 
a venerable old man. He had not yet re- 
covered the v^round in his neck; but was 
highly gratified to fee Suworow in good 
health. He embraced him with tears in his 
eyes, and called him his fon. 



Suworow did not ftay many days. In the 
beginning of November, he went by Azof to 
St. Demetrius, leaving, as a garrifon in the 
caftle, a company of grenadiers, one of fufi 
leers, and a regiment of Coilacs, There 
were twelve pieces of cannon in the fort* 

Except Taw Sultan and a few others, al- 
mofl all thofe who had fled towards the left 
bank of the Cuban, wrote to Suworow with 
white flags, confeffing their error, and pro- 
mifling that in the fpring they would return 
to their former pofitions, which many of 
them aftually did. 

9 The 
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The Ruffians, after their departure from 
that country, being much difperfcd, were at- 
tacked throughout the winter by the Cir» 
caflians, and efpecially by the pagans of 
Abafcia, Many of the Ruffians were killed, 
and others carried off and fold as flaves in 
Natolia. At length, however, they alfembled 
in greater numbers, and put themfelves in a 
ftate of defencci^ 

< 

Among the Tartars who returned, was 
the ci-devant Hallil EfFendi, who had pre- 
fented himfclf with fome of his followers be- 
fore the end of the autumn. 

There are at prefent on the north coaft of 
the feaof Azof, about three thoufand kibiks, 
or families of thefe Tartars, each family, or 
kibik, confifting of four or five peribns. 
After their emigration from Beffarabia into 
the wilds of Cuban, there remained about 
one thoufand famflies under the prote6lioh 
gf the Turks, and pn the left bank of the 
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Cuban, in the wilds of Attukay, nearly one 
thoufand more; whom Bajazel Murfa pro- 
mifed to remove to join the reft. Several of 
their families became poor in confequence of 
changing their refidence, the length of their 
journey having obliged them to abandon 
their cattle, in which the whole wealth of 
thefe wandering nations confifts, or to part 
with them for very incdnfiderable prices* 

In the courfe of the autumn, the plague 
made fome ravages at Cherfon, and fpread as 
far as the Don. It continued till Chriftmas, 
but fuch precautions were taken, than not 
more than a hundred perfons fell vidims to 
it on the banks of the Don, of whom not 
one-third were foldiers. 

Suworow pafTed the winter at St. Deme- 
trius, where the chiefs of the Tartars who 
remamed behind, and with whom he was 
on friendly terms, frequently vifited him. 
MufTa Bey had now recovered from his 
JO wound. 
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wound. Mechmed Bey, the chief of the 
GodifTans, often joked with him at table, on 
his being ftill inclined to marry; and Su- 
worow one day afking him whether he was 
ferious, Murfa Bey replied with much fimpli- 
.city, " Mechmed Bey is right /'^nd immediately 
rcqueft the general to make him a prefent of a 
beautiful Tartar girl of (ixteen years of age, 
whom he wilhed to marry. Suworow bought 
a young Tartar flave of a Coflac for one 
hundred rubles, and fent her to Mufla Bey, 
who accordingly married her. He lived fome 
years after this tranfaftion, and died at the 
age of a liundred and eight years ; having 
almoft reached the age of Attila, king of the 
Huns. He retained the ufes of his faculties 
till the lafl, except that his eyes could fcarce- 
ly bear the light. He was a man of a ftrong 
complexion, almoft conftantly on horfeback; 
and, notwithftanding his great age, an excel- 
* lent companion. He was very much attach- 
ed to cleanlinefs, butdefpifed all luxury. He 
wasfaithful in his friendfhips, and the friend of 

the 
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tlie poor, and his greateft pleafure was to be 
their benefaftor. He was a great eater, and 
at meals drank pure fago brandy. His fer- 
vants took him from table, and carried him 
to bed like a prince. Suworow regarded him 
with great efteem and attachment- 

The ci-divant Khan Schaim Gheray, who 
had fled towards the left bank of the Cuban, 
returned in the fpring of 1 784, into the Crima, 
by Taman and Jenikala, and fet off for Wo- 
ronitfch, which was the place of his deftinai- 
tion. He paffcd fome years in Ruffia, and 
afterwards returned. The Turks received 
him at Chotzim in a manner fuited to the 
dignity of a Khan. He then went to Con- 
ftantmople, but was not permitted to enter 
that city, and was fent into banifhment at 
Rhodes, where he was put to death in the 
moft perfidious manner. According to the 
laws of Turkey, he could not b^ condemned *

to death ; the Khans, and all the defcendanti 
of Gengis, being exprcflly excepted from all 
capital punifhments 5 but it was alleged, as 
a pretext, that he was no longer Khan, 
fmce he had voluntarily abandoned that 
dignity. 

In the fummer of the fame year, 1784, 
Suworow left the Nogays, and fet off for 
Mofcow. He had gained their friendlhip, 
and they had great reliance on his promifes. 
But unfortunately tins confidence could not 
be mutual ; for no dependence can be placed 
on thofe nations, who are all equally incon-? 
ftant with the reft of the Nomades, and 
know no law but their own will. Their 
conduct is determined by books of predic- 
tions, or dreams; which, with them, are 
fufficicnt motives for violating the moft fo- 
lemn engagements. 

Suworow 
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Suwofow went firft to the divifion o( 
ValadimiTs and, in 1785, to that of St» Pe- 
tcrfburg. On his arrival at the capital, he was 
received with the greatcft diftinftion, and 
loaded with favours by the emprefs. 
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
